Introduction  of  Old  Business 

President  Rodis  inquired  about  the  status  of  the  proposal  for 
combining  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager 
positions  into  one.     He     directed  staff  to  examine  the  proposal 
further  and  to  perhaps  look  into  the  feasibility  of  asking  the 
former  general  manager,  Mr.  Dean  Coffey,  or  other  previous  general 
managers,   to  study  the  proposal  and  submit  their  opinions. 

Commissioner  Flynn  requested  that  the  General  Manager  suggest  to 
the  Commission  who  may  do  the  study  and  the  amount  of  money  needed. 

President  Rodis  requested  staff  to  report  back  to  the  Commission 
regarding  how  the  study  would  be  done  by  the  next  Commission 
mee t  ing . 

Introduction  of  New  Business 

Commissioner  Flynn  requested  that  he  be  permitted  to  abstain  from 
voting  on  items  13,   14  and  25   (Resolutions  No.   90-0011,  90-0012, 
and  90-0022).     Commissioner  Chiesa  moved  and  Commissioner  Chin 
seconded  the  motion  which  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  General  Manager 

Water  Department  Pleasanton  Property 

Mr.   Douglas  Wright,   Deputy  Mayor,   gave  a  presentation  on  the 
background  and  current  status  of  the  Water  Department  property 
located  in  Pleasanton,  California. 

He  stated  that   the  proper ty  consists  of  approximately  530  acres  of 
land  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Pleasanton.     The  Water  Department 
acquired  the  property  in  1923  when  it  acquired  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  District.     The  property  had  been  a  source  of  well  water.  In 
recent  years  it  has  been  used  primarily  for  agriculture  and  grazing. 
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In  1987  staff  was  authorized  to  seek  a  planning  team  of 
professional  consultants  to  undertake  the  accomplishment  of  a 
Specific  Plan  as  a  first  step  in  the  development  of  this  property. 
The  baseline  planning  work  has  been  completed.     The  next  step  is 
the  preparation  of  a  Specific  plan  for  presentation  to  the  City  of 
Pleasanton.     Mr.  Wright  stated  that  staff  has  been  working  with  our 
consultants,  using  an  advisory  committee  made  up  of  individuals 
from  the  Public  utilities  Commission  staff.  City  Attorney's  Office 
and  the  Real  Estate  Department.     That  group  has  established  three 
goals:   1)  maximizing  the  value  of  the  land,  2)  retaining  ownership 
of  the  land,  and  3)  developing  a  revenue  stream  from  the  land.  The 
Specific  Plan  would  include  housing,  some  commercial  space  and  a 
public  golf  course.     Mr.  Wright  said  he  would  like  to  come  back 
before  the  Commission  in  a  month  with  an  update. 

Commissioner  Chin  pointed  out  that  other  City  development  agencies 
could  lend  their  expertise  in  the  process  and  should  be  considered. 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  about  the  public  utilities  Commission's 
role  as  a  developer  with  reference  to  its  responsibilities  under 
the  Charter. 


Mr.  Wright  replied  that  this  has  been  done  in  part  before  with  the 
diversity  of  commercial  leases  —  our  golf,  quarry  and  agricultural 
leases.     The  difference  here  is  to  try  and  play  the  role  of 
developer  ourselves  and  to  realize  the  incremental  increase  in 
value  associated  with  the  steps  in  the  concept. 

Commissioner  Flynn  stated  it  would  take  a  tremendous  amount  of 
up-front  money  as  a  developer  and  this  would  have  to  be  addressed 
in  the  ear ly  stages  of  the  development  of  the  project.     He  felt 
this  issue  should  be  looked  into  as  to  whether  or  not  we  can  do 
this  and  we  should  know  or  believe  we  can  before  we  decide  to 
appropriate  additional  funds  for  preliminary  work. 

Mr.  Wright  stated  staff  is  committed  as  a  matter  of  policy  through 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  consulting  contracts,  to  the 
adoption  of  a  Specific  Plan  by  Pleasanton  and  at  that  point  in  time 
these  issues  will  need  to  be  addressed.     We  cannot  take  another 
step  without  answering  those  questions  and  coming  to  the  Commission 
for  more  money. 

President  Rodis  congratulated  Mr.  Wright  and  his  staff  for  the 
innovations  and  good  work  done  thus  far. 

Drug  Testing 

Mr.  Thomas  Elzey,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  stated  that 
the  City  Attorney's  office  and  the  attorneys  for  the  unions  had 
presented  arguments  before  Judge  ira  Browne,  Jr.  on  Friday  for  his 
decis ion  on  blocking  random  drug  testing. 

Mr.   George  Krueger,   Utilities  General  Counsel,   reported  that  Judge 
Browne  had  today  issued  a  preliminary  injunction  against  the 
enforcement  of  the  random  testing  and  had  required  the  Union  to 
post  a  $1,000  bond.     The  next  step  will  be  a  full  hearing  or  trial 
some  months  in  the  distance  to  determine  whether  or  not  that 
preliminary  injunction  will  become  permanent. 

Mr,  William  Stead,   General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,   reported  on 
some  of  the  activities  that  had  taken  place  over   the  last  month 
with  regards  to  the  Municipal  Railway's  implemention  of  the  drug 
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program,  minus  the  random  testing  phase.     He  said  Mr.   Fil  Moreno 
has  been  appointed  Acting  Manager  in  charge  of  administering  the 
program.     Mr.  Woody  Hunter  of  the  Employee  Assistance  Program  has 
provided  signs  and  symptoms  training  to  114  managers  and 
supervisors.     53  supervisors  and  managers  have  been  trained  on  drug 
abuse  involving  accidents.     19  employees  have  participated  in  A.C. 
Transit's  training  program.     Bulletins  have  been  developed  and 
distributed,  and  forms  modified.     There  have  been  meetings  with  the 
Transport  Workers  Union. 

Water 

Mr.  Elzey  stated  that  in  the  regular  Water/Hetchy  meeting  held 
today  the  current  situation  with  regard  to  water  supply,  reservoir 
and  storage  levels  was  discussed.     He  stated  that  at  the  next 
Commission  meeting  a  plan  would  be  presented  laying  the  groundwork 
for  such  items  as  conservation,  the  possibility  of  rationing  and 
purchase  of  water.

Public  Hearing 

Resolutions  No.  90-0001  and  90-0002  --  Modifying  the  Schedule  of 
Rates,   Fares  and  Charges  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  to 
establish  regional  transfer  fares . 

Mr.  Edward  Harrington,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  reported 
that  the  Municipal  Railway  was  currently  providing  over  760,000 
trips  per  days  on  Muni  and  that  about  30,000  trips  a  day  are  taken 
on  BART  in  San  Francisco  using  the  Muni  Fast  Pass,     as  of  December 
1  the  Fast  Pass  could  be  used  on  Caltrain  within  the  City.  Muni 
has  a  transfer  arrangement  with  BART  whereby  passengers  getting  off 
BART  get  a  round  trip  transfer  by  paying  a  85^  fare  into  a  ticket 
machine . 

Mr.  Harrington  stated  that  the  three  items  before  the  Commission 
today  were  instituted  on  an  emergency  basis  during  the  earthquake 
and  approval  was  being  requested  for  an  extension  of  six  months  to 
June  30,   1990.     The  AC/BART  Plus  Pass  provides  unlimited  use  on  AC 
Transit  during  a  specific  two  week  period  and  limited  use  on  BART 
based  on  a  specific  stored  value  amount.     A.C.  Transit  receives  $10 
in  total  from  this  arrangement.     Muni  would  have  the  same 
arrangement  with  A.C.  Transit  and  receive  $10.     Initially  about  720 
trips  a  day  will  be  generated  from  this.     Golden  Gate  Transit 
provides  free  shuttle  service  to  passengers  getting  off  ferry  boats 
at  the  Ferry  Building  and  going  into  the  financial  district  area. 
Muni  will  be  providing  service  free  of  charge.     Approximately  200 
trips  a  day  will  be  generated  by  ferry  boat  passengers. 

It  is  not  known  how  long  the  Eastbay  Ferry  service  will  continue. 
Muni  expects  to  have  the  same  arrangement  as  with  the  BART  transfer. 

Mr.   David  Pilpel  spoke  in  favor  of  the  plan  which  would  make  the 
system  more  usable  to  passengers  and  urged  the  Commission's  support. 

Mr.   Norman  Rolfe,   San  Francisco  Tomorrow,   said  this  was  certainly  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  and  recommended  the  Commission ' s 
adoption.     He  suggested  that  schedules  be  coordinated  between  the 
various  agencies. 

President  Rodis  asked  if  there  were  any  additional  comments.  There 
were  none.     The  public  hearing  was  closed,

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Item  No.   16  --  Authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  New  Flyer  Industries  Limited  for  an 
amount,  excluding  sales  tax,  not  to  exceed  $6,755,520,  to  provide 
24  Articulated  Diesel  Coaches, 

Mr .  Robert  High fill,  Chief  Equipment  Engineer ,  stated  that  this 
item  was  the  culmination  of  our  diesel  replacement  plan  and  the 
Commission  was  being  requested  to  award  the  contract  to  New  Flyer 
Industries  Limited,   the  low  bidder. 

Commissioner  Toupin  inquired  whether  this  contract  to  purchase 
articulated  buses  was  in  conflict  with  the  testing  of  the  double 
deck  buses.     Mr.  Highfill  replied  that  the  testing  involved  the 
1996  purchase.     This  contract  with  Flyer  Industries  was  a 
culmination  of  a  process  started  three  years  ago. 

Commissioner  Flynn  inquired  whether  an  affidavit  was  on  file  with 
the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Authority  (UMTA)  certifying  that  New 
Flyer  Industries  Limited  was  in  compliance  with  UMTA'S  affirmative 
action  goals .     Mr.  Highfill  replied  that  he  did  not  have  this 
information  at  hand.     Commissioner  requested  that  the  item  be 
deferred  until  evidence  of  compliance  is  submitted. 

President  Rodis  directed  that  the  matter  be  continued.

Mr,  Donald  Keener,  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  stated 
that  this  was  a  continuation  of  the  design  work  for  the  second 
expansion  of  the  San  Andreas  Water  Treatment  plant.     The  first 
phase  of  the  design  had  been  approved  in  April. 

Commissioner  Flynn  took  issue  with  the  fact  that  contracts  come  in 
very  low  and  are  awarded,   then  subsequently  amended  one  or  more 
times,   resulting  in  the  cost  being  higher  than  the  highest  bidder. 
He  asked  Mr.  Keener  to  explain  the  reason  for  continuing  to  add 
amendments  to  a  design  contract.

Mr.   Tom  Jones,   Director  of  Special  Projects  for  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Housing,    in  summarizing  the  proposal,   stated  that  the  property 
is  a  long  triangular  piece  of  land  situated  on  the  berm  of  the

lower  Balboa  Reservoir.     The  Housing  Conservation  Development 
Corporation  requested  and  the  Mayor's  office  has  agreed  to  fund  a 
study  to  ascertain  the  feasibility  of  a  mixed  use  project, 
including  senior  housing  and  commercial,  and  a  proposed 
incorporation  of  some  uses  that  would  be  consistent  with  City 
College's  expansion.     The  proposal  before  the  Commission  today  was 
simply  to  ask  our  staff  to  enter  into  negotiations  to  determine  if 
the  project  is  feasible  and,   if  so,  to  come  back  before  the 
Commission  at  some  future  date  with  a  recommendation. 

President  Rodis  asked  whether  it  was  premature  to  bring  this  matter 
up  at  this  time  as  the  results  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir  study  had 
not  as  yet  been  presented  for  review,  and  it  was  not  known  whether 
there  had  been  consultation  with  City  College  and  Community  College 
Board.     He  recalled  that  last  summer  City  College  met  with  Water 
Department  staff  and  disclosed  they  had  a  proposal  to  build  a  $30 
million  library  with  committed  State  legislature  financing,  and 
that  they  had  asked  for  a  commitment  from  our  staff  with  respect  to 
that  particular  development.     Action  was  deferred  pending  receipt 
of  the  Balboa  study . 

Mr.   Elzey  inquired  of  Mr.  Jones   if  there  had  been  discussions  with 
the  City  College  people.     Mr.  Jones  replied  in  the  affirmative, 
that  there  had  been  a  number  of  discussions  hosted  by  the  Housing 
Conservation  Development  Corporation  to  explore  early  in  the 
process  what  the  mutual  concerns  and  needs  would  be  for  the 
development  of  this  portion  of  the  site. 

Mr.  Elzey  asked  if  there  was  any  conflict  between  what  was  being 
proposed  and  what  City  College  wanted.  Mr.  Jones  replied  in  the 
negat  i ve . 

Commissioner  Chin  said  he  was  somewhat  familiar  with  this  project, 
having  been  on  the  Mayor's  Housing  Advisory  Committee  last  year, 
and  that  this  was  exactly  the  type  of  project  that  was  recommended 
for   the  City  to  pursue. 

On  motion  of  Chiesa,  seconded  by  Chin,  Resolution  No.  90-0023  was 
adopted .

Public  Comments 

Mr.  David  Pilpel  again  requested  that  a  downtown  Fast  Pass  outlet 
be  made  available  to  the  public,  preferably  at  the  East  Bay 
Terminal,  which  is  a  convenient  location  and  there  is  an  existing 
vendor.     President  Rodis  requested  that  staff  look  into  the  matter 
and  report  back  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.   Pilpel  commented  on  the  Municipal  Railway  service  and  pointed 
out  areas  he  felt  needed  improvement.     He  said  street  supervision 
was  lacking  and  felt   it  was  an  important  factor   in  keeping 
schedules . 

Mr.  Johnny  Stein,   Deputy  General  Manager,   Transportation,  Municipal 
Railway,   stated  that  service  delivery  was  the  number  one  priority 
and  there  were  some  deficiencies  due  to  budget  constraints  in  the 
past.     Regarding  street  supervision,   he  said  21  supervisor 
positions  were  lost  and  he  hoped  some  of  these  positions  would  be 
restored  in  this  year's  budget.

Mr,  Bobbie  Brown,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union,  concurred 
with  Mr.  Stein.     He  said  old  equipment  and  breakdowns  should  be 
taken  into  consideration.     He  felt  the  Municipal  Railway  has  done  a 
magnificent  job  under  the  circumstances  they  have  been  given  to 
work  with. 

Commissioner  Flynn  requested  that  the  Municipal  Railway  give  the 
Commission  a  perfomance  report,  within  60  or  90  days,  showing  the 
percentage  of  service  rendered  compared  to  what  was  to  have  been 
rendered .

Report  of  the  General  Manager 


Drug  Testing 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Elzey,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported 
that  on  Friday  afternoon  the  City  Attorney's  office  had  informed 
him  that  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  in  Washington,  D.C.  had 
overturned  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Administration's  authority 
to  issue  drug  testing  regulations.     The  Court's  opinion  was  that 
UMTA  did  not  have  the  statutory  authority  to  regulate  drug  testing 
over  local  transit  authorities.     Based  upon  that  information  and 
the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney's  office,  the  Municipal  Railway  was 
instructed  to  cease  the  drug  testing  activity  required  by  UMTA 
regulations.     The  Municipal  Railway  has  continued  testing  for 
probable  cause  per  its  existing  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Commissioner  Toupin  reiterated  that  it  is  important  that  we  look 
towards  a  drug  free  transit  system  in  the  City. 

Department  Consolidation 

Mr,  Elzey  reported  on  the  proposal  for  consolidating  the  Water 
Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager  positions  into  one.  It 
is  the  staff's  proposal  that  Mr.  Dean  Coffey,  who  formerly  served 
as  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,   the  Water  Department 
and  Hetch  Hetchy,   do  the  study.     Mr,  Coffey  has  agreed  to 
participate  in  the  analysis  and  report  back  to  the  Commission.  Mr. 
Elzey  said  the  costs  for  this  study  would  be  minimal. 

Bryant  street  Property 

Mr .   Elzey  repor ted  that  last  week  an  organization  called  South  of 
Market  Problem  Solving  Council  had  proposed  that  certain  areas  in 
the  south  of  Market  be  designated  as  a  Earthquake  Recovery  Survey 
Area.     They  have  identified  a  section  which  is  a  contiguous  area, 
several  blocks  south  of  Market.     Some  properties  have  been  included 
which  are  not  contiguous  and  one  of  those  is  our  Bryant  Street 
property  where  we  store  light  poles,  machinery  and  other  street 
lighting  equipment.     He  said  the,  South  of  Market  Problem  Solving 
Council  intended  to  introduce  the  item  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  have  it  referred  to  the  Land  Use  and  Earthquake 
Committees.     The  area  would  be  utilized  for  low  or  middle  income 
housing . 

Mr.   Elzey  said  he  would  present  a  more  specific  updated  report  and 
staff's  recommendation  to  the  Commission  at  the  next  meeting. 

Water  Main  Breaks 

Mr.  Arthur  Jensen,  General  Manager,  Water  Department,  commented  on 
the  recent  water  main  breaks  —  two  in  San  Francisco  at  Laguna 
Honda  Boulevard  and  Larkin  Street,  and  one  in  South  San  Francisco. 
He  said  these  large  breaks  were  not  common  breaks  by  any  means,  and 
that  they  were  being  treated  as  earthquake  related.     A  Declaration 
of  Emergency  was  being  processed  for  repairs. 

Commissioner  Flynn  inquired  about  the  extent  and  cost  of  damage 
claims,     Mr,   Jensen  replied  that  claims  were  expected  to  be  in  the 
seven  figures  at  this  point. 

President  Rodis  asked  about  the  possibility  of  detecting  breaks 
before  they  happen.     Mr.   Jensen  replied  that  it  was  very  difficult 
as  everything  is  buried.     The  Water  Department  does  have  an  annual 
leak  detect  ion  program  inhouse  which  is  effect ive  in  detecting  a 
leak  that  is  already  there  but  not  a  potential  leak  due  to 
structural  damage.

He  said  these  changes  would  establish  more  consistency 
in  service  hours,  particularly  as  to  when  and  where  buses  stop 
mid-day,  evenings  and  weekends,  and  would  be  accomplished  with  no 
increase  in  operating  costs. 

A  common  evening  and  weekend  terminal  would  be  established  for  the 
71  and  9  Lines  at  Second  Street.  This  change  would  enable  shoppers 
to  board  at  common  Powell  and  Stockton  Street  stops  at  all  hours  of 
service,  seven  days  a  week.     Service  on  the  5  Line  which  now 
operates  to  the  Transbay  Terminal  six  days  a  week  except  Sunday 
when  it  terminates  on  McAllister  at  Jones,  would  be  extended  to  the 
Transbay  Terminal  on  Sundays,  accommodating  riders  going  to  Golden 
Gate  Park.     The  2  Line  which  currently  operates  to  the  Ferry 
Terminal  seven  days  a  week  would  be  discontinued  on  weekends 
between  Sutter/Sansome  and  the  Ferry  Terminal. 

Mr.   Straus  said  staff  met  with  the  Union  and  the  public,   and  had 
received  letters  and  phone  calls.     There  was  no  opposition  to  the 
changes . 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  if  other  meetings  were  held  in  the 
neighborhoods  in  addition  to  the  one  downtown  at  SPUR,     Mr.  Straus 
replied  in  the  negative.

Public  Comments 

Mr.  David  Pilpel  commented  on  the  dirty  areas  in  the  Metro  stations 
and  lights  that  have  not  been  replaced.     He  said  BART  replaced  some 
of  the  lighting  in  its  half  of  the  stations,  and  he  wondered  if  the 
Municipal  Railway  had  a  program  to  clean  their  areas  and  replace 
lighting .

the  existing  golf  course  showing  what  has  been  accomplished 
environmentally  and  financially. 

Mr.   Leon  Campbell  said  he  represented  the  Save  the  Watershed 
Committee,   comprising  a  large  number  of  San  Mateo  residents  who  are 
not  specifically  opposed  to  a  golf  course  but  are  vigorously 
dedicated  to  open  space  and  preservation  of  the  watershed  area.  He 
requested  that  his  committee  be  allowed  input  into  the  process,  and 
that  the  Environmental  impact  Report  include  a  series  of  components 
that  they  would  like  to  have  addressed  pertaining  to  not  only  the 
specific  concerns  of  the  town  of  Woodside  but  those  of  San  Mateo 
County  residents  in  general.

Ms.  Sally  McBride  stressed  that  the  purpose  of  the  Save  the 
Watershed  Committee  is  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  watershed 
and  that  she  concurred  with  Mr.  Campbell  that  they  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  present  input  on  the  many  environmental  and 
procedural  issues  involved, 

Mr.  Elzey  assured  everyone  that  when  the  matter  is  brought  before 
the  Commission  and  a  preliminary  background  report  is  presented,  it 
will  be  calendared  and  the  public  will  be  notified.

OPERATIONS 


Storage.     The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  Figure  1.     The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula 
Division  reservoirs  at  the  end  of  December  amounted  to  17.2  billion 
gallons  or  58%  of  capacity.     This  is  less  than  the  17.6  or  59%  of 
capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  November.     For  the  Suburban  system 
as  a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  41.2  billion  gallons  or  53%  of 
capacity,   compared  to  34.8  billion  gallons  or  45%  of  capacity  at  the 
same  time  last  year. 

Production .     Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of 
local  water  treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  Figure  2. 

Deliveries .     Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and 
the  suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  Figure  3. 


During  December  the  Department  worked  toward  finalizing  its  budget 
request  for  FY  90/91  based  on  a  theme  of  maintaining  high  quality 
service  and  reliability.     Reliability  of  supply  was  also  discussed 
in  a   letter  dated  December  15,    1989  to  Mayor  Agnos  presenting 
potential  disruptions  that  could  result  from  future  earthquakes. 
Several  open  issues  mentioned  in  that  letter  are  reflected  in  our 
budget  request   in  the  form  of  capital  projects  and  consultant 
services. 

The  Water  Department  and  the  California  Department  of  Water 
Resources  reviewed  terms  of  an  agreement  for  completing  an  emergency 
connection  between  the  State's  South  Bay  Aqueduct  and  San  Antonio 
Reservoir.     Completion  of  construction  is  anticipated  in  November 
1990. 

Water  supply  conditions  worsened  as  December  1989  proved  to  be  the 
driest  December  of  record.     Contingency  planning  for  possible 
rationing  began  including  continued  work  with  the  suburban  customers 
and  preparation  for  meetings  before  the  Commission.

Highlighting  some  of  the  issues,  Mr.  Elzey  made  reference  to 
several  concepts: 

Creating  a  Communications  Unit  within  the  General 
Manager's  office  to  facilitate  areas  of  communication, 
such  as  reproduction,  graphics,  media  services  and 
public  relations,   which  would  disseminate  information 
to  the  public  about  purposes,  goals  and  activities  of 
the  Municipal  Railway,   Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  Water 
Department ,  and  improve  the  overall  image; 

Creating  an  inhouse  Muni  transit  police  force.  In 
this  pilot  program  individuals  would  be  trained  and 
deployed  in  addition  to  the  presently  used  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  and  Burns  Security 
officers,  and  would  be  concerned  with  Muni/PUC 
security  problems  only; 

Using  bond  funding  for  capital  improvement  programs 
and  capital  projects;* 

Decentralizing  the  Health  and  Safety  Unit  and 
incorporating  the  elements  of  Occupational  Health  and 
Safety  into  respective  departments; 

Returning  Property  Management  to  the  Water  Department 
for  managing  and  maintaining  the  watershed  lands,  and 
having  development  handled  out  of  the  office  of  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities; 

Improving  Muni  maintenance,  service  and  supervision  on 
the  streets. 

In  his  closing  remarks,  Mr.   Elzey  stated  that  he  felt  it  was  a 
good  budget,   with  no  radical  changes,   viewing  it  as  fine  tuning 
in  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  help  achieve  ultimate 
objectives  in  delivering  services  to  the  public  and  to  the  City.

safety  and  security  on  Muni 

Chief  Frank  Jordan,  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  spoke  on  the 
issue  of  safety  and  security  on  Muni  and  the  role  the  police 
department  has  had  in  this  problem.     Commenting  on  the  proposed 
inhouse  Muni  transit  police  force,  he  said  he  was  aware  of 
another  proposal  tracking  through  his  department  that  addresses 
the  issue  from  a  different  point  of  view.     He  felt  there  had  not 
been  input  from  all  parties  concerned  and  requested  there  be  a 
meeting  within  the  next  week,   to  look  at  both  proposals  and  work 
out  details  on  the  package  that  would  provide  the  best  cost 
effective  service  and  the  most  safety  and  security  for  the  public. 

Hetch  Hetchy 

Mr.  Anson  Moran,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  water  and  Power, 
presented  his  budget  and  explained  pertinent  requests.     He  noted 
that  the  equity  transfer  to  the  General  Fund  is  reduced  from  $25 
million  to  $15  million. 

Commissioner  Flynn  inquired  about  the  request  for  membership  in 
three  organizations  for  a  total  of  $78,000  and  whether  they  were 
requested  in  the  current  1989-90  budget  year. 

Mr.  Moran  replied  that  they  were  never  requested  before,  and  that 
membership  in  these  organizations  would  benefit  his  department  in 
numerous  ways . 

water  Department 

Mr.  Arthur  Jensen,  General  Manager,  Water  Department,   stated  the 
budget  he  was  presenting  was  one  of  maintaining  high  quality  and 
reliability  of  service,  with  greater  emphasis  reflected  on: 
emergency  preparedness,  accelerating  some  programs  already 
initiated;   water  quality  monitoring  and  studies  of  water  quality, 
both  raw  and  treated,   to  meet  new  standards;   systems  reliability, 
encompassing  a  number  of  areas;   and  a  Capital  Improvement  Program 
expanding  preventative  maintenance  and  reliability.     He  said  they 
were  pursuing  using  bond  funding^  for  capital  programs  and 
projected  future  rate  increases. 

President  Rodis  inquired  about  the  proposed  reallocation  of  real 
estate  positions  to  the  Water  Department  and  requested _ staff  to 
submit  an  evaluation  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  a  centralized  vs 
decentralized  real  estate  department . 

In  response  to  a  question  about  the  function  of  the  Water 
Department  in  the  planning  and  development  of  land.  Commissioner 
Flynn  responded  that  the  water  Department  has  not  developed  any 
land  except  for  their  own  use  or  lease. 

President  Rodis  inquired  about  the  anticipated  report  on  the 
Balboa  Reservoir  and  whether   the  budget  included  the  proposals 
made  by  the  consulting  company,     Mr.  Jensen  responded  that  it  was 
not  in  the  budget  and  that  the  report  would  come  out  in  March. 

Commissioner  Toupin  concurred  that  the  proposal  to  use  bond 
funding  was  appropriate  a  this  time.

Municipal  Railway 


Mr.  William  Stead,  General  Manager ,  Municipal  Railway,  presented 
an  overview  of  his  budget  and  highlighted  overall  requests.  He 
said  the  budget  encompassed  three  programs:     1)   increasing  the 
service  hours  provided  to  the  public  in  several  areas  of  the  City 
that  are  now  underser viced ;  2)  initiating  a  number  of  maintenance 
programs  that  are  justified  by  a  zero  based  assessment  of  the 
requirements  to  maintain  equipment  and  physical  plants;  and  3) 
increasing  the  level  of  street  supervision  to  assure  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  service. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Commissioner  Flynn  about  the  total 
increase  in  the  budget,  Mr.  Edward  Harrington,  Assistant  General 
Manager,  Finance  replied  that  $9  million  of  the  $18  million  is 
for  salary  standardization  and  $3-1/2  million  for  baseline  drug 
testing,  only  $4  million  is  for  new  programs, 

Mr.  Lawrence  Martin,   International  Representative,  Transport 
Workers  Union,  spoke  on  the  issue  of  Security  and  the  overall 
program.     He  said  he  recently  became  aware  of  a  new  proposal 
being  circulated  and  that  when  his  union  inquired  about  obtaining 
a  copy,  none  was  available  although  it  was  included  in  the  budget 
being  printed  at  that  point  in  time.     There  was  a  lack  of 
communication  and  there  was  a  problem  getting  together  to  agree 
on  a  good  and  safe  program  for   the  operators  and  public.     He  said 
there  was  need  for  a  Meet  and  Confer  with  staff,   the  union  and 
the  Police  Department  for  input, 

Mr.   Martin  stated  that  there  was  the  ongoing  problem  of 
uniforms.     The  Municipal  Railway  had  proposed  $373,000  to  correct 
the  problem  but  it  was  not  in  the  budget.     The  MOU  requires  that 
operators  receive  a  certain  amount  of  uniforms.     Mr.  Harrington 
replied  that  staff   is  aware  of  the  uniform  distribution  problem 
and  that  there  are  some  contractural  problems.     The  amount  in  the 
budget  for  uniforms  is  about  $580,000  and  year-to-date  spending 
has  been  under  $300,000.     Staff  is  reviewing  the  budget  level  in 
this  area. 

Mr,  Martin  spoke  in  support  of  Community  Affairs  remaining  at  the 
Municipal  Railway.     He  said  the  Union  worked  diligently  seeking 
funding  for  the  creation  of  this  unit  and  they  had  done  a 
fantastic  job.     He  was  concerned  about  the  proposal  to  relocate. 
President  Rodis  requested  that  staff  submit  a  report  to  the 
Commission  of  the  pros  and  cons  as  to  how  the  Community  Affairs 
Department  functions  now  as  opposed  to  how  it  will  function  under 
the  new  plan . 

Mr.   Martin  asked  about  the  TM2  position  in  the  Transit  shelter 
Program  and  said  he  was  concerned  that  the  position  might  be 
eliminated. 

President  Rodis  announced  that  the  public  hearing  would  be 
continued  to  the  next  regular  meeting,  Tuesday,   February  13 .

Public  Comments 

Mr,   David  Pilpel  reported  that  he  had  contacted  the  Finance 
Bureau  for  additional  information  on  what  the  Municipal  Railway 
had  proposed  for   its  budget  prior   to  being  presented  to  staff  for 
review,   and  was  informed  that  his  request  would  be  referred  to 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities.     He  was  later  told  he 
had  to  submit  a  formal  request  under  the  California  Public 
Records  Act.

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  that  his  vote  be  withdrawn  from  the 
original  motion.     He  moved  to  rescind  the  motion  and  asked  for 
additional  information  as  to  how  much  money  had  already  been  spent 
on  the  contract.     Commissioner  Chin  seconded.     Commissioners  Flynn 
and  Chin  voted  in  favor  of  rescinding  the  motion.  Commissioners 
Rodis  and  Toupin  voted  No.     The  motion  failed. 

Commissioner  Flynn  requested  that  the  records  show  he  voted  not  to 
continue  this  contract  until  the  information  he  requested  was 
available .

Mr.  Elzey  reported  that  staff  met  with  Police  Chief  Jordan  and  his 
staff,  and  the  Transport  Workers  Union  and  their  representatives, 
to  discuss  security  and  our  proposed  PUC  pilot  security  program. 
The  conclusion  reached  was  the  need  for  resources  in  the  Police 
Department  to  address  the  issue  of  crime  on  Muni  to  the 
satisfaction  of  both  the  public  and  Muni  operators,   and  the  need 
for  further  discussion  of  the  problem.     Mr.   Elzey  stated  that  he 
left  the  meeting  committing  to  the  Chief:   that  he  would  recommend 
to  the  Commission  that  the  proposal  for  a  MUNI/PUC  pilot  security 
program  be  withdrawn;   that  he  would  work  with  the  Chief  and  his 
staff  and  TWU,   to  focus  on  identifying  all  areas  of  the  problem  and 
needs;   and  that  once  accomplished  we  would  seek  supplemental  funds 
for  the  Police  Department. 

President  Rodis  opened  the  public  hearing  on  the  budget. 

Mr.   Lawrence  Martin,    International  Representative,  Transport 
Workers  union,   stated  it  was  not  clear  as  to  in  which  budget  the 
funds  should  be  placed.     If  the  funds  are  placed  in  the  police 
Department's  budget,   there  is  no  guarantee  that  the  officers  would 
be  utilized  at  Muni  at  all  times;  but  if  they  are  in  the  PUC  budget 
and  work  ordered  to  the  Police  Department  then  the  officers  would 
be  assigned  to  Muni.     This  is  an  issue  that  needs  to  be  addressed. 

Commissioner  Toupin  noted  that  if  a  specific  number  of  police 
officers  dedicated  to  the  Muni  is  desired,   then  that  number  and  the 
cost  should  be  determined  and  put  into  the  budget. 

Mr.   Edward  Harrington,  Assistant  General  Manager,   Finance,  noted 
that  specific  money  was  added  to  the  Police  Department  a  number  of 
years  ago  for  a  transit  police  unit  with  55  people  in  it  and  those 
officers  have  not  been  deployed  as  intended.     The  Police  Department 
is  saying  that  those  positions  are  not  being  filled  when  there  are 
other  positions  open  within  the  Police  Department  and  that  an 
additional  $3  or   $4  million  would  guarantee  the  people  they  are 
currently  giving  us. 

Mr.  Joe  Garcia  stated  he  had  been  experiencing  a  problem  with 
accessible  bus   transportation  on  Lines  52,  43  and  26,  going  back  to 
early  January  when  it  all  started.     He  said  the  problem  was  both 
operator  and  mechanical  and  that  he  had  written  a  letter   to  Mr. 
Stead  but  the  situation  had  not  improved.     President  Rodis  directed 
Mr.  Stead  to  personally  look  into  the  matter  and  to  report  back  at 
the  next  Commission  meeting .

Mr.   Neil  Gendel,   Sierra  Club  representative  to  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  Hazardous  Materials  Advisory  Committee,  commented 
that  none  of  the  PUC's  sites,  where  hazardous  materials  are  used, 
have  obtained  a  permit  from  the  Health  Department.     He  urged  that 
the  department  comply  with  this  law.     Mr.  Gendel  made  reference  to 
the  proposal  for  reorganization  of  the  Safety  Bureau.     He  said  that 
there  should  be  a  safety  staff  in  the  departments  as  well  as  the 
bureau . 

Mr.   David  Novogrodsky,   Business  Manager,   Local  21,   IFPTE,  spoke 
about  the  merits  of  retaining  the  Health  and  Safety  Department.  He 
said  a  centralized  unit  had  its  advantages.     He  urged  the 
Commission  to  take  a  look  at  how  the  unit  is  operating,  to  fully 
fund  it,  and  keep  it  functioning  as  it  is  now. 

Mr.   Martin  concurred  with  Mr,   Novogrodsky.     He  said  the  Municipal 
Railway  was  the  only  major  transit  system  in  the  country  that  does 
not  have  an  ongoing  health  and  safety  program. 

Commissioner  Flynn  suggested  putting  the  proposed  PUC 
Communications  unit  in  the  Municipal  Railway  Community  Affairs 
Department  and  that  work  for  other  departments  be  done  there. 

President  Rodis  concurred.     He  noted  that  Muni  has  billboard  space 
that  could  be  utilized  for  water  rationing. 

Mr.   Jaimie  Levin,   Director  of  Community  Affairs,  spoke  about  the 
Community  Affairs  Department  and  the  different  services  rendered. 
He  said  the  proposal  to  expand  his  program  to  cover  other 
departments  would  have  serious  impact  on  the  existing  Muni  program 
and  would  require  more  resources. 

Commissioner  Flynn  was  excused  at  5:56  P.M. 

President  Rodis  said  that  the  Commission  is  required  to  approve  a 
baseline  budget  today  for  submission  to  the  Mayor.     He  suggested 
continuing  the  new  programs  to  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.   David  Pilpel  spoke  against  separating  the  baseline  budget  and 
the  new  programs.     He  spoke  against  consolidating  Communications 
and  funding  the  new  Communications  unit  from  professional  sevices, 
and  in  favor  of  retaining  the  Health  and  Safety  unit.     He  also 
opposed  work  ordering  security  from  the  Police  Department. 

President  Rodis  closed  the  public  hearing.     Consideration  of  the 
other  budget  items  was  continued  to  the  regular  meeting  of  February 
27,  1990. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Toupin,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Chin, 
the  baseline  budget  was  adopted.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 


Consolidation 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Elzey,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  referred 
to  the  proposed  consolidation  of  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch 
Hetchy  General  Manager  positions  and  the  report  submitted  by  Mr. 
Dean  Coffey,  who  formerly  served  as  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities,   the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy.     He  stated  that 
Mr.  Coffey  was  present  and  available  to  answer  any  questions  on 
this  matter. 

President  Rodis  asked  if  the  Commissioners  had  any  questions  about 
the  report.     There  were  none. 

Commissioner  Flynn  moved  to  accept  Mr.  Coffey's  report  as 
rendered.     Commissioner  Chiesa  seconded  the  motion.     The  motion 
passed  unanimously.     Commissioner  Flynn  explained  that  the  vote  to 
accept  the  report  means  that  the  positions  of  General  Manager  of 
the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  will  not  be  combined. 

Proposed  Golf  Course 

Mr.   Elzey  summarized  the  proposal  for  potential  development  of  a 
golf  course  on  watershed  property  in  San  Mateo  County.     He  said 
staff  had  presented  a  status  report  to  the  Commission,  as  requested. 

In  her  presentation,   Ms.   Deborah  Rohrer,  Manager,   Claims  and 
Contracts,  described  the  history  of  the  concept  of  a  golf  course  on 
the  southern  end  of  the  Crystal  Springs  watershed,  dating  back  some 
20  years.     She  said  the  present  proposal  cannot  go  forward  without 
environmental  work  being  done.     Staff  is  proposing  to  develop  a 
scope  of  work  for  a  environmental  consultant  to  develop  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report   (EIR).     The  EIR  process  would  take 
1-1/2  to  2  years  to  complete  and  would  involve  public  hearings  and 
meetings  before  a  final  decision  is  made  approving  or  disapproving 
a  golf  course. 

Ms.  Nancy  Alexander,  Planning  Director,  City  of  Woodside,  requested 
that  a  public  hearing  be  calendared  early  in  the  process  before  a 
decision  is  made  as  to  whether  to  go  forward  with  an  EIR  at  all. 
She  said  the  public  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  provide 
input . 

President  Rodis  stated  that  the  Commission  has  received  hundreds  of 
letters  on  both  sides  of  the  issue  and  was  aware  of  the  different 
positions  and  that  there  would  be  public  hearings  before  any  final 
decis  ion . 

Commissioner  Flynn  requested  that  staff  furnish  detailed  financial 
data  covering  the  present  operation  of  the  Sunol  and  Crystal 
Springs  golf  courses  so  the  Commission  can  analyze  the  information 
prior  to  authorizing  an  EIR. 

Commissioner  Chin  suggested  that  a  public  hearing  be  calendared  in 
advance  of  an  EIR  coming  before  the  Commission ,  so  the  pros  and 
cons  can  be  heard. 

Mr.  Elzey  stated  that  staff  would  prepare  the  information  requested 
and  report  back  to  the  Commission.

The  Embarcadero 


Mr.  El2ey  referred  to  a  recent  news  article  regarding  a  proposal  by 
the  Mayor  that  an  alternative  to  demolishing  the  freeway  and 
constructing  new  on  and  off  ramps  in  The  Embarcadero  area  be 
reviewed.     Caltrans  has  given  the  City  60  days  to  decide  whether  or 
not  the  City  will  accept  responsibility  to  design  and  construct  a 
new  roadway  as  an  alternative  to  retrofitting  the  existing 
freeway.     Mr.  Elzey  indicated  that  a  Embarcadero  Freeway  study 
group,  comprised  of  staff  from  the  Public  utilities  Commission, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Planning  and  the  Chief  Administrator's 
office,   is  reviewing  and  evaluating  the  proposal.     The  Commission 
will  be  keep  informed.

Item  No.  8  —  Public  Hearing  to  consider  the  past  mandatory  water 
rationing  experience,  prior  to  completion  of  a  mandatory  rationing 
plan  in  the  event  that  a  water  supply  shortage  develops  in  1990. 

Mr.  Arthur  Jensen,  General  Manager,  Water  Department,  recalled  the 
1988-89  rationing  plan  which  was  suspended  last  May.     He  said 
rationing  may  be  needed  this  year  and  staff  is  developing  a 
rationing  program  should  it  become  necessary.     Before  making 
recommendations  and  finalizing  those  plans,   the  public  is  being 
given  the  oppor t unity  to  present  their  views. 

Mr.   Norman  Lougee,   Manager  of  Resources  and  Planning,  Water 
Department,  described  the  previous  rationing  plan,  which  called  for 
a  reduction  of  inside  water  use  by  10%  and  outside  water  use  by 
60%.     These  reductions  were  applied  to  the  1987  usage,   the  year 
prior  to  the  drought.     The  exception  process  was  adopted  to 
accommodate  changes  in  customers'   needs  since  1987,     Mr.  Lougee 
stated  that  the  same  plan  was  being  considered  for  this  year. 
Today  staff  wanted  to  hear  what  the  public  had  to  say  about  the 
last  rationing  plan,  how  it  worked,  and  if  they  had  suggestions  for 
improvement . 

President  Rodis  opened  the  public  hearing. 

Mr,  Doug  Short,  Vice  President,   San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Water  Users 
Association  and  representing  30  suburban  agencies  in  San  Mateo, 
Santa  Clara  and  Alameda  County  that  purchase  water  from  the  Water 
Department,  stated  that  the  original  mandatory  allocation  program 
was  deficient  in  several  areas:     the  monthly  allocation  based  on 
the  indoor/outdoor  percentage;   the  excessive  use  or  penalty 
charges;   the  accumulative  banking  of  being  over  or  under  monthly 
allotment;  and  the  mandatory  water  use  restrictions.  The 
Association  has  a  Drought  Contingency  Committee  that  has  been 
working  with  Water  Department  staff  and  management  to  resolve  and 
improve  some  of  the  issues.     He  said  the  proposed  plan  is  still 
deficient  in  the  area  of  the  monthly  allocation  based  on  the 
indoor/outdoor  percent  reduction  and  the  accumulative  banking 
aspect . 

Ms.  Sandra  Surber  expressed  concern  about  the  possibility  of 
another  drought  and  water  rationing.     It  was  her  opinion  that 
proposing  a  golf  course  that  would  use  approximately  100  mill  ion 
gallons  of  water  a  year  was  a  waste. 
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Mr.   Robert  Rathborne,  General  Manager,  Coastside  Water  District  and 
member  of  the  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association,  read  a  letter 
responding  to  the  Water  Department's  notification  of  possible  water 
rationing.     He  urged  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  lead  time 
necessary  for  wholesale  agencies  to  enact  their  own  rationing 
plans,  and  that  the  Water  Department  not  bill  them  for  excess  use 
charges  at  a  time  when  they  are  not  legally  or  practically  able  to 
recover  such  charges  from  their  customers. 

There  being  no  further  public  comments.  President  Rodis  closed  the 
public  hearing.

Item  No.  9(d)  --  To  consider  rejecting  all  bids  received  on  January 
30,   1990   for  San  Francisco  Water  Department  Contract  No.  WD-2044, 
Masonry  Wall  and  Security  Fence  for  SFWD  Corporation  Yard,  and 
authorizing  readvertisement  of  the  contract. 

Mr.  Virgilio  Talao,   owner  of  Interlane  General  Engineering  Inc.  and 
a  small  business  contractor,  stated  that  his  bid  was  over  the 
project  budget  by  50%.     The  two  bids  received  were  only  $1,000 
apart.     The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  recommended  rejecting  the 
bids.     Mr.  Talao  urged  the  Commission  to  reconsider  the  reauest  for 
rejection.     He  pointed  out  that  the  process  of  readvertising  and 
rebidding  would  not  be  cost  effective. 

Commissioner  Toupin  suggested  that  staff  evaluate  the  cost  of 
rebidding  and  what   the  net  gains  would  be  to  the  City.

Public  Comments 

Mr.   Joe  Garcia  was  present  for  a  status  report  on  the  problem  he 
had  been  experiencing  with  accessible  bus  transportation. 

Mr.   Stead  reported  that  there  was  a  problem  with  reliability  of  the 
lifts.     The  department  had  been  understaffed  in  maintaining  lifts 
but  additional  personnel  has  been  reassigned  to  that  unit.     He  said 
a  MOU  grievance  is  in  process. 

In  reference  to  the  deployment  of  personnel  to  lift  maintenance, 
Commissioner  Flynn  asked  staff  to  furnish  the  Commission 
information  as  to  from  which  unit  they  were  reassigned. 

Mr.   David  Novogrodsky,   Business  Manager,  Local  21,   IFPTE,  asked  for 
clarification  of  the  action  taken  on  the  Health  and  Safety  unit, 
specifically  staffing  of  the  Manager,   Claims  and  Contracts  position 
which  he  understood  is  being  eliminated. 

Mr.   Harrington  explained  that  when  the  Commission  voted  to  keep  the 
Health  and  Safety  unit  a  consolidated  unit  with  a  manager  in 
charge,   the  decision  did  not  mean  keeping  Claims,  Contracts  and 
Real  Estate  as  a  complete  unit.     The  baseline  budget  which  was 
adopted  sent  Real  Estate  to  the  Water  Department,  Claims  to  the 
Bureau  of  Finance  and  Contract  Compliance  in  the  General  Manager's 
unit.     The  bureau  head  position  of  Claims  and  Contracts  would  move 
to  Finance,  be  deleted  from  the  budget  and  replaced  with  someone 
only  in  charge  of  Risk  Management  and  Claims.  The  position  of 
manager  of  Health  and  Safety  would  be  at  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  . 

The  consensus  of  the  Commission  was  that  the  intention  of  their 
vote  was  to  keep  the  Health  and  Safety  unit  status  quo,  and  that 
meant  that  everything  would  remain  the  same,   including  staffing 
positions . 
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Commissioner  Chin  stated  that  he  interpreted  that  the  action  taken 
by  the  Commission  applied  to  Health  and  Safety  and  not  the  other 
elements  of  reorganization,  and  as  such  it  was  a  programmatic 
decision  and  not  a  personnel  decision.     He  suggested  that  the 
General  Manager  take  another  look  at  the  reorganization  of  Health 
and  Safety,  determine  the  staffing  needed  and  whether  a  safety 
manager  is  sufficient  to  oversee  the  Health  and  Safety  unit,  and  to 
report  back  to  the  Commission.

OPERATIONS 


Storage .     The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  Figure  1 .     The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula 
Division  reservoirs  at  the  end  of  January  amounted  to  17.6  billion 
gallons  or  59%  of  capacity.     This  is  more  than  the  17.2  or  58%  of 
capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  December.     For  the  Suburban  system 
as  a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  40.8  billion  gallons  or  52%  of 
capacity,   compared  to  38.5  billion  gallons  or  5  0%  of  capacity  at  the 
same  time  last  year. 

Production .     Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  product  ion  of 
local  water  treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  Figure  2 . 

Deliveries .     Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and 
the  suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  Figure  3 . 


Annual  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Meeting 

The  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  met  with  the  Bay  Area  Water 
Users  Association  on  January  19  to  conduct  the  annual  Suburban 
Advisory  Group  meeting.     The  agenda  included  budget  presentations 
and  discuss  items  of  common  interest,   such  as  water  supply 
conditions,   the  status  of  the  Bay-Delta  hearings ,   and  work  in 
progress  on  g roundwater  studies,  wastewater  reclamation,  and 
long-term  water  conservation. 

Contingency  Rationing  Planning 

Development  of  contingency  plans  for  water  rationing  continues,  in 
the  event  that  this  is  a  critically  dry  year  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
watershed.     A  Department  task  force  is  reviewing  the  effectiveness 
and  problems  with  the  rationing  program  of  1988-89.  Discussions 
with  the  suburban  agencies  suggest  that  more  mutually  acceptable 
rationing  terms  can  be  formulated.     A  public  hearing  for  receiving 
input  to  the  planning  process  is  scheduled  for  February. 


DEPARTMENT  ACTIVITIES 


Water  Transfer  Facility  and  Necessary  Agreements 


Amendment  No.   2  to  the  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  State 
Department  of  Water  Resources  was  submitted  to  the  State  for 
signatures.     The  amended  agreement  provides  for  design  and 
construction  of  a  new  diversion  structure  from  the  State's  South  Bay 
Aqueduct  to  the  City's  San  Antonio  Reservoir.     Before  a  transfer  of 
water  can  be  made  once  the  facility  is  in  place,   a  separate 
agreement  must  be  entered  into  with  the  State  specifying  all 
relevant  operating  parameters.     Should  a  purchase  of  water  be  needed 
this  coming  yea r  due  to  low  system  runoff,   this  agreement  will  need 
to  be  expedited. 

Delivery  System  Pipeline  Break 

On  January  19,   the  San  Andreas  Pipeline  No.   3  ruptured  at  a  location 
in  South  San  Francisco.     Disruption  to  wholesale  customers  was 
localized  to  a  portion  of  South  San  Francisco.     Repairs  were 
affected  under  a  declaration  of  emergency.     The  pipeline  remains  out 
of  service  pending  completion  of  a  detailed  investigation  of  the 
cause  and  a  determination  of  whether  additiona 1  breaks  in  that  type 
of  pipe  should  be  of  concern. 

Groundwater  Development  in  the  City 

The  Department  worked  to  finalize  the  report  to  the  Board  on 
groundwater  development  in  San  Francisco.     That  report  is  expected 
to  be  completed  in  February.     As  part  of   (1)   the  above  work,    (2)  the 
ongoing  USGS  groundwater  study  and  (3)   the  work  of  the  Lake  Merced 
Task  Force,  we  formally  requested  the  City  Attorney  to  provide 
information  on  legal  aspects  of  developing  the  groundwater  basin 
underlying  San  Francisco  and  portions  of  San  Mateo  County.

1155  Market  Street  Premises 

President  Rodis  inquired  about  the  status  of  acquiring  the  building 
at  1155  Market  Street  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Mr.  Thomas  J.  Elzey,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  replied 
that  the  real  estate  department  was  not  successful  in  purchasing  the 
building.  The  price  was  over  the  amount  we  wanted  to  pay.  Staff  is 
reexamining  its  overall  space  needs.  Also,  discussions  are  taking 
place  with  the  Mayor's  office  regarding  the  possibility  of  a  swap  of 
the  City  College  property  at  Market  and  Gough  Streets  for  the  Balboa 
Reservoir  property . 

Water  Department  General  Manager  Announcement 

Commenting  on  the  request  from  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  for  input  from  the  Commissioners  in  finalizing  the 
announcement  for  the  Water  Department  General  Manager,  Commissioner 
Flynn  suggested  that  the  evaluation  panel  consist  of  seven  members, 
and  that  each  commissioner  have  the  option  to  name  one  person  to  the 
panel  and  the  General  Manager  would  name  two  members. 

Report  of  the  General  Manager 

Mr.   Elzey  reported  that  last  week  the  Mayor  held  a  meeting  of 
department  heads  to  talk  about  several  critical  high  priority 
issues,   one  being  the  soaring  cost  of  Workmen's  Compensation  and  how 
it  is  affecting  the  resources  and  dollars  being  budgeted  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.     The  Mayor  gave  out  questionnaires 
asking  the  departments  to  respond  by  April  2.     Mr.   Elzey  said  he  had 
formulated  an  internal  committee  to  take  input  from  the  various 
departments  and  bureaus  for  review  prior  to  the  deadline  established 
by  the  Mayor.     The  committee  will  also  establish  some  basic 
guidelines  for  the  development  of  policy  and  programs  for  Workmen's 
Compensation  within  the  PUC. 


The  second  issue  the  Mayor  brought  up  was  Minority  Business  and 
Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  participation  in  the  activities 
and  contracts  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.     Mr.  Elzey 
stated  that  our  contract  compliance  unit,   under  the  leadership  of 
Arnold  Baker,   has  been  quite  successful  in  meeting  the  goals 
established  for  the  City.     He  said  an  internal  committee  has  been 
formulated  to  review  and  update  MBE/DBE  participation,  rules  and 
regulations,  and  existing  policies,   to  comply  with  Urban  Mass 
Transit  Authority  regulations  and  current  City  and  State 
guidelines.     That  committee  is  to  report  back  within  four  weeks  with 
recommendations,   and  staff  intends  to  present  a  comprehensive 
package  of  resolutions  and  updated  items  to  the  Commission  in  the 
near  future. 


******** 
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Resolution  No.   90-0099  —  Commending  William  G.   Stead,   for  his  5 
years  of  service  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  William  Stead  commented  on  his  tenure  at  Muni  and  said  it  was  a 
real  honor  and  privilege  to  have  served  as  the  General  Manager.  He 
said  it  was  a  very  rewarding  and  wonderful  experience  and  he  thanked 
everyone  for  their  support . 

President  Rodis  expressed  deep  appreciation  to  Mr.  stead  for  the 
work  he  had  done  in  pulling  Muni  through  the  adverse  periods  of 
budget  cuts  that  had  to  be  made.     He  said  somehow  Muni  came  through 
better  than  anyone  had  expected  under  those  circumstances  and  much 
credit  should  deservedly  go  to  the  General  Manager.     Each  of  the 
Commissioners  expressed  their  appreciation  to  Mr.  Stead  as  well.

Item  11  —  Authorizing  the  Acting  General  Manager  of  the  Water 
Department  to  negotiate  and  execute  a  professional  services 
agreement  with  Martha  Schauss  -  Toni  Corelli,   for  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $45,000,   for  a  wildlife  management  and  depredation  study  to 
control/eliminate  feral  swine  from  the  Alameda/Santa  Clara 
watersheds . 

Mr.  Robert  Vasconcellos ,  Water  Supply  Manager  for  the  Water 
Department,   reported  that  the  intent  of  this  study  was  to  develop  a 
long-term  plan  to  control  the  population  of  feral  swine  on  the 
watershed  before  they  become  a  major  problem.     He  said  the 
consultant  selection  process  had  been  completed  and  this  item  was 
recommending  a  consultant  that  had  specific  experience  in  counting 
pigs  and  serveying  the  damage  they  do. 

Mr.   Mike  Ohleyer,   attorney  representing  Boyd  Ohlney,  one  of  the 
tenants,  asked  for  a  copy  of  the  report  showing  what  work  was  being 
proposed  in  the  contract.     He  said  they  didn't  know  whether  this 
involved  hunting  the  pigs  and  they  were  interested  in  knowing 
because  of  the  cattle  and  workers  there. 

Mr.   Vasconcellos  assured  Mr.   Ohleyer  that  at  this  time  there  were  no 
plans  for  hunting  or  trapping,   only  to  determine  the  best  way  to 
control  the  swine  population.     If  in  the  future  it  was  necessary, 
staff  would  come  back  to  the  Commission  with  that  proposal.     He  said 
the  study  would  also  include  the  impact  of  the  feral  swine  on 
adjacent  lands  as  well  as  the  Water  Department  lands. 

Commissioner  Flynn  inquired  if  the  scope  of  work  was  included  in  the 
package.     Mr.  Vasconcellos  replied  that  only  a  summary  of  the 
selection  process  was  included.     Commissioner  Flynn  stated  that  the 
scope  detailing  the  work  that  was  to  be  done  should  have  been  sent 
to  the  Commissioners  and  inasmuch  as  it  wasn't  included  in  the 
package  he  was  requesting  that  the  item  be  put  over  until  the  next 
meeting  and  that  staff  furnish  the  information.     The  item  was 
continued .

Item  No.   12  —  Expressing  intention  to  authorize  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  to  recommend  the 
deobligation  of  various  capital  projects  to  provide  a  source  of 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  water,   and  to  enter  into  negotiations  to 
secure  an  agreement  providing  for  the  purchase  of  such  water,  if 
deemed  necessary. 
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Mr.  John  Mullane,  Acting  General  Manager,  Water  Department,  stated 
that  this  resolution  was  a  declaration  of  intention  on  the  part  of 
the  commission  that  sometime  in  the  future  if  deemed  necessary  the 
Commission  would  authorize  the  General  Managers  of  Water  and  Hetchv 
to  seek  out  surplus  water  for  purchase,  negotiate  an  agreement  for 
that  purchase,  and  make  recommendations  on  what  funding  sources 
would  be  available  to  pay  for  the  purchase. 

commissioner  Flynn  asked  if  deobligation  meant  that  some  capital 
projects  would  be  taken  out  of  the  present  program.     Mr.  Mullane 
replied  in  the  affirmative.     Commissioner  Flynn  requested  that  staff 
suggest  to  the  Commission  what  projects  are  recommended  to  be 
deobligated.     Following  a  short  discussion  it  was  the  consensus  that 
the  Item  should  be  put  over  pending  receipt  of  a  list  of  projects  to 
be  deobligated.     The  item  was  continued.

Mr.   Jaimie  Levin,  Director  of  Community  Affairs,  Municipal  Railway, 
stated  that  the  Regional  Transit  Connection  program  is  one  of  the 
more  successful  regional  programs  to  promote  public  transit.     it  wa 
established  in  fiscal  year  1986-87  to  market  the  various  transit 
tickets.     Muni  does  not  have  an  existing  program  nor  the  staff  to 
develop  such  a  program  beyond  its  current  vendor  outlet  sales  force 

Ms.  Romaine  Boldridge,  Commission  Secretary,   stated  that  staff  was 
supposed  to  provide  a  substitute  resolution  deleting  the  last 
resolve  clause  which  would  have  authorized  entering  into  an 
agreement  for  future  years  without  identifying  the  funding  or  the 
number  of  years.     The  item  item  was  calendared  with  the 
understanding  the  corrected  resolution  would  be  forthcoming  but  it 
was  not  received. 

Commissioner  Chin  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  resolution  with  the 
last  resolve  clause  deleted.  Commissioner  Chiesa  seconded.  The 
motion  carried.

Mr.   Stead  reported  that  when  the  City  adopted  plans  to  accept  the 
F-Line,   the  Market  Street/Fishermans  Wharf  line,   Muni  was  given  the 
responsibility  of  rehabilitating  a  PCC  fleet  of  streetcars  to 
service  that  line.     Currently  Muni  has  45  of  these  cars  in  storage. 
Last  year  Muni  engineering  and  maintenance  staff  visited  U.S., 
Toronto,   Boston,   Philadelphia  and  Cleveland  sites  to  inspect  their 
stored  PCC  cars  and  it  was  their  consensus  that  the  PCC's  in 
Philadelphia  would  be  the  most  economical  for  Muni  to  rebuild.  Mr. 
Stead  said  the  SEPTA  cars  would  be  purchased  at  a  lesser  cost  and 
could  be  rehabilitated  using  parts  from  the  stored  cars.     The  funds 
from  the  Contra-flow  project  would  be  only  a  portion  of  the  money 
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needed  to  get  the  project  moving.  The  remainder  of  the  fundi 
would  be  procured  from  other  sources. 


On  motion  of  Commissioner  Chin,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Chiesa, 
Resolution  No.  90-0104  was  adopted.

He  said  his 
opposition  was  based  on  the  determination  of  the  Mission  Bay 
Project.     without  that  he  saw  at  this  point  insufficient 
justification  for  the  Metro  Extension  Project  until  the  Mission  Bay 
Project  has  been  approved. 

Mr.  Elzey  stated  that  the  planning  process  of  the  Mission  Bay 
Project  is  in  the  growing  stages  and  if  we  wait  until  it  is  approved 
it  may  be  sometime  before  we  begin  work  on  the  extension.     This  is 
an  intrical  part  of  our  overall  Muni  Metro  Extension  process  which 
the  City  eventually  needs  for  development  of  a  rail  line  all  the  way 
down  the  Bayshore  Corridor. 

Mr.  Stead  said  it  was  needed  to  connect  to  the  new  yard  where  the 
cars  will  be  serviced. 

Commission  Chin  thought  Mr.  Pilpel's  points  were  well  taken,  however 
the  planning  needed  to  proceed.     He  said  he  was  not  voting  in 
support  of  the  item.     The  information  submitted  was  insufficient  in 
terms  of  why  the  initial  selection  committee  recommendation  should 
be  overturned. 

Mr.  Keener  offered  to  elaborate  more  fully. 

Commissioner  Chin  said  it  was  not  his  intention  to  hold  up  the  item 
but  if  the  Commission  deemed  fit  to  move  approval  he  would  not  vote 
for   it.     He  felt  that  in  the  future  in  similar  cases  where  the 
manager's  opinion  differs  from  the  panel  the  Commission  needs  alot 
more  documentation  to  help  weigh  the  pros  and  cons. 

Commissioner  Flynn  moved  to  adopt  the  resolution.  Commissionr 
Chiesa  seconded.     Commissioners  Rodis,  Chiesa  and  Flynn  voted  Aye. 
Commissioner  Chin  voted  No.     Resolution  No.  90-0106  was  adopted.

OPERATIONS 


Storage .     The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  Figure  1.     The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula 
Division  reservoirs  at  the  end  of  February  amounted  to  18.7  billion 
gallons  or  63%  of  capacity.     This  is  more  than  the  17.6  or  59%  of 
capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  January.     For  the  Suburban  system 
as  a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  41.1  billion  gallons  or  53%  of 
capacity,   compared  to  38.7  billion  gallons  or  50%  of  capacity  at  the 
same  time  last  year. 

Production.     Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of 
local  water  treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  Figure  2.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 

Municipal  Railway  Projects  Near  Embarcadero  Freeway 

Mr.  Thomas  J.   Elzey,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  stated 
that  recently  the  Mayor  presented  his  proposal  for  the  Embarcadero 
Freeway  which  would  demolish  the  existing  structure  and  replace  it 
with  a  subsurface  roadway.     PUC  staff  played  a  major  role  in  helping 
to  develop  the  alternatives  and  doing  some  of  the  engineering 
analysis. 

Mr,  Flint  Nelson,  Project  Manager  for   the  Municipal  Railway 
Embarcadero  Projects,  described:     the  projects  as  they  were  planned 
before  the  earthquake;   the  content  of  the  Mayor's  proposal;   and  the 
affect  the  proposal  would  have  on  the  transit  projects.     With  the 
aid  of  maps,   he  described  the  F-Line  Project,   the  Embarcadero 
Turnback  Project,   and  the  Metro  Extension  to  Mission  Bay,  The 
Mayor's  proposal  would  not  affect  the  Metro  Extension  Project.  The 
F-Line  would  be  simplified  and  improved  by  realigning  the  tracks  to 
the  median  strip  on  the  Embarcadero  rather  than  weaving  the  tracks 
around  the  freeway  support  columns.     The  Embarcadero  Turnback 
Project  would  proceed  along  its  original  alignment  but  it  would  no 
longer   require  underpinning  to  support  the  freeway  structure. 
Instead,   the  design  would  be  modified  so  that  the  new  Turnback 
structure  would  be  able  to  support  three  columns  for  Bay  Bridge 
off-ramps.     It  is  estimated  that  the  F-Line  would  be  delayed  6 
months  and  the  Turnback  Project  1  to  3  months.     No  cost  impact  is 
expected  for  the  F-Line.     However,   the  Turnback  Project  should  have 
a  net  reduction  in  costs  of  $9.5  million  under  the  Mayor's 
proposal.     If  the  freeway  is  retrofitted,   rather  than  demolished  and 
reconstructed,   there  may  be  a  problem  in  the  area  south  of  Broadway 
Street  due  to  the  need  to  widen  the  freeway  support  columns. 
Caltrans  is  trying  to  solve  the  problem  by  working  on  alternative 
designs  for  the  retrofitting.

Mr.  Thomas  J,  Elzey,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Commission 
was  absent.  Substituting  as  Acting  General  Manager  was  Mr.  Arnold 
Baker,  Manager  of  Contract  Compliance.     No  report  was  given.

Item  No.  8  Public  Hearing  to  consider  declaring  a  water  Shortage 
Emergency  and  adopting  a  Mandatory  Water  Conservation  Program;  and 
authorizing  the  additional  budget  needs  to  be  included  in  the  Water 
Department 's  Conservation  Programmatic  Budget . 

Item  No.  9  —  Public  Hearing  to  consider  proposed  rate  increases  for 
San  Francisco  and  suburban  retail  and  wholesale  customers ,  excess 
use  charges,   and  charges  for  flow  restricting  installation. 

President  Rodis  commented  that  the  Commission  will  combine  the  two 
Public  Hearing  items  together  as  one  package.  He  stated  that  the 
Commission  will  not  act  on  either  of  these  issues  at  this  meeting 
but  that  the  Public  Hearing  would  be  continued  to  the  next  meeting 
on  May  8,  1990.  At  that  time,  the  Commission  will  make  a  decision 
on  the  proposed  resolutions, 

Mr .  Anson  Moran ,  General  Manager ,  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power , 
discussed  the  current  water  supply  status.  He  stated  that  in  a 
normal  year  we  would  receive  approximately  760,000  acre  feet  of 
runoff  and  that  if  you  add  up  all  of  the  runoff  received  in  198  7  , 
1988,  1989  and  what  is  expected  in  1990,  the  sum  of  that  would  be 
about  536,000  acre  feet  of  runoff.  As  a  result,  the  combined  effect 
of  the  last  4  years  is  about  equivalent  to  70%  of  a  normal  year.  In 
conclusion,  Mr.  Moran  said  that  in  order  to  lift  rationing  next 
spring  we  will  have  to  get  about  400,000  acre  feet  of  runoff .  He 
also  stated  that  given  the  serverity  of  the  situation,  our  storage 
is  as  good  as  it  can  be  and  the  continued  efforts  of  our  customers 
within  the  City  and  in  the  suburbs  to  conserve  is  of  utmost 
importance  during  the  drought.

Mr.  John  Mullane,  General  Manager,  water  Department,  stated  that 
based  upon  the  level  of  water  supply,  the  department  is  recommending 
mandatory  rationing.  The  objectives  of  the  program  are  to  meet 
essential  water  needs,  minimize  hardship  on  residential  and  commer- 
cial business  customers,  and  to  provide  an  equitable  distribution  of 
the  available  water  within  the  service  area .  Mr ,  Mullane  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Commission  the  four  principle  components  to  the 
program:  1 )  establishment  of  water  use  alloca tions  for  all  customers , 
inside  and  outside  of  San  Francisco;  2 )  imposition  of  water  use 
restrictions  with  enforcement  mechanisms;  3)  the  application  of 
excess  use  charges  as  a  motivational  tool  to  urge  adherence  to  the 
allocation  process;  and  4)  continuation  of  the  adjustment  process 
used  during  the  last  rationing  program.  In  summary,  he  stated  if 
the  Commission  approves  the  program  on  May  8th  the  program  will  go 
into  effect  immediately .  The  Water  Department  thinks  that  the 
implementation  of  this  program  at  the  25%  service-wide  level  should 
be  much  less  painful  for  its  customers  because  people  al ready  have 
developed  a  conservation  ethic. 

Ms.  Christine  Morioka,  Rate  Administrator  for  the  Water  Department , 
discussed  the  proposed  rate  increase  for  the  suburban  resale  custo- 
mers. Ms,  Morioka  presented  two  plans  to  the  Commission:  Plan  1) 
without  rationing  resulting  in  a  10.1%  rate  increase,  and  Plan  2) 
with  rationing  resulting  in  a  27.6%  rate  increase.  The  major 
difference  is  consumption  -  there  is  less  consumption  under  the 
rationing  program.     She  recommended  that  the  Commission  adopt  Plan  2, 

Mr.  Edward  Harrington,  Director  of  Finance,  discussed  the  corre- 
sponding rate  increase  in  San  Francisco  and  the  first  time  proposal 
to  use  bonding  as  a  mechanism  for  paying  some  of  the  on-going  costs 
of  the  department.  Mr.  Harrington  stressed  that  without  regular 
reasonable  rate  increases  over  the  next  several  years  it  would  be 
impossible  to  retain  the  financial  stability  of  the  department. 

Commissioner  Chin  indicated  that  the  budget  does  not  include  funding 
for  mass  media  activities.  Commissioner  Chiesa  agreed  with 
Commissioner  Chin  on  the  issue  of  publicity.  She  suggested  some 
form  of  media  outreach,  possibly  radio  to  people  who  do  not  even  see 
a  water  bill.  In  response,  Mr.  John  Mullane  said  there  is  a  bus  card 
that  will  be  posted  as  advertising  in  all  Municipal  Railway  buses. 

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  whether  the  department  had  sought  involve- 
ment from  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau  regarding 
publicizing  the  water  rationing  plan.  Mr.  Mullane  stated  that  he 
spoke  with  representatives  of  the  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau  and 
the  hotel  industry  and  they  are  prepared  to  publicize  the  water 
rationing  plan . 

President  Rodis  opened  the  Public  Hearing. 

Mr,  Phillip  Seronick,  representing  himself,  was  concerned  as  to 
whether  it  was  drinking  fountains  that  would  be  discontinued  during 
the  water  rationing  program.  He  was  assured  by  the  Commission  it 
only  pertained  to  decorative  fountains. 

Mr ,  James  Beard,  President,  Bay  Area  Water  Users  Association ,  stated 
that  he  was  not  overjoyed  with  the  water  rationing  plan  but  realizes 
that  those  conditions  are  beyond  his  control  and  as  partners  in  the 
water  system,  the  Association  is  prepared  to  share  equally  in  that 
responsibility.  He  expressed  that  he  wanted  to  lend  his  support  to 
staff's  recommendations  to  adopt  the  rationing  plan  as  proposed  to 
this  Commission.  Mr.  Beard  commended  the  Commission  for  its  vision 
in  pursuing  alternative  sources  and  recognizing  the  unique  character 
of  the  individual  suburban  users  with  their  varying  water  needs . 
Commissioner  Flynn  thanked  Mr .  Beard  for  his  kind  remarks  and  forth- 
right  statements. 

The  Public  Hearing  was  continued  to  May  8,  1990.

John  Mullane ,  General  Manager ,  Water  Department ,  stated  that  the 
Water  Department  has  a  piece  of  property  at  7th  Avenue  and  Lawton 
Street  which  is  not  useable  by  the  department  and  has  been  declared 
open  space .  This  contract  with  S.L.U.G.  requi  res  them  to  design , 
develop,  and  implement  a  demonstration  garden  that  would  exemplify 
the  concept  of  xer  i  scape  gardening.  It  will  also  requi  re  them  to 
identify  each  of  the  plants  in  the  form  of  plaques  throughout  the 
garden  and  to  provide  brochures  for  educational  purposes .  Also, 
the  garden  must  be  available  at  least  40  hours  of  daylight  time  each 
week ,  and  S.L.U.G,  must  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and 
upkeep  of  the  garden .  This  garden  would  demonstrate  to  the  public 
low  water  use  in  combination  with  something  that  is  aesthetically 
pleasing .

Summary 

The  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  following  years  of  flat  revenues  and 
increasing  costs,  which  emptied  its  reserves,  and  facing  another  year  of 
drought ,  projects  an  operati ng  def 1 c1 1  of  $11.4  mi  1 1  ion  for  1 990-91 . 
Because  the  Department  cannot  operate  with  a  deficit.  Department  and  PUC 
staff  developed  a  set  of  al ter native  fundi  ng  strategies  to  generate 
additional  revenue  for  the  Department.  At  its  meeting  of  April  24,  1990, 
the  Publ 1c  Ut1 1 1 ti  es  Comm1 ssion  w1 1 1  revi  ew  the  fol lowing  staff 
recommendations : 

Request  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of  a  $59  million  bond  Issue 
to  provide  funds  for  replacing  City  infrastructure  (including  water 
ma  i  n  s ) . 

Request  Board  of  Supervi  sors '  subml ssion  of  a  ballot  measure  for 
voter  approval  of  a  $90  million  bond  Issue  to  fund  Water  Department 
and  Hetch  Hetchy  projects  which  benefit  suburban  water  customers. 

Establish  regular  rate  increases  of  approximately  nine  percent 
annual ly . 

Approval  of  these  proposed  actions  w1 1 1  provide  suf f 1 cient  funding  for 
Department  operations  and  capital  projects  and  for  retirement  of  the 
proposed  bonds  and  other  existing  bonds  (1972  and  1987  Issues). 


Statement  of  the  Problem 

While  the  Water  Department's  operating  budget  grew  almost  50  percent 
during  the  last  five  years  (between  1984-85  and  1989-90),  and  inflation, 
as  measured  by  the  Consumer  Price  Index  -  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  All 
Urban  (CPI-U),  increased  by  21.3  percent,  the  Department's  revenues  from 
the  sale  of  water  grew  only  11.7  percent  and  revenue  from  water  sales 
within  the  City  were  flat.  The  department  relied  heavily  on  reserves  and 
one-time  revenues  (land  sales)  to  offset  rate  Increases  within  the  City. 
Also,  In  1986-87  and  1987-88.  the  City  used  a  total  of  $13.9  million  of 
Water  Department  revenues  to  reduce  General  Fund  deficits.  The  combined 
result  of  these  actions  was  a  reduction  in  the  Department's 
unappropriated  revenue  (or  "surplus")  from  $23.7  million  In  1984-85  to  $0 
in  1989-90.

Based  on  the  Water  Department ' s  1 990-91  budget  request .  wl thout 
rationing,  and  before  any  adjustment  of  City  rates,  the  projected  budget 
shortf al 1  1  s  approximately  $11.4  mi  1 1  ion .  Assuming  flat  consumption , 
expenditure  increases  for  needed  new  programs,  and  using  the  six-year 
capital  program  projections  for  Water  and  Hetch  Hetchy,  we  estimate  a 
5-year  shortfall  of  $128.5  million  by  1994-95  as  shown  in  the  following 
table.

In  addition  to  normal  operating  increases  for  salaries  and  inflation, 
the  Department  expects  to  add  several  new  programs  to  its  operating 
and  capital  budgets  during  the  next  five  years.  The  Department  faces 
increased  regulatory  costs  for  water  quality  studies  and  hazardous 
material  disposal.  There  are  projected  increased  operating  costs  to 
maintain  the  cathodic  protection  system.  to  maintain  a  new 
Supervisory  Control  and  Data  Acquisition  (SCADA)  system,  and  to  add 
reclamation  and  groundwater  development  programs.  The  five-year 
projections  include  estimated  operating  costs  for  the  following 
programs :

The  Hetch  Hetchy  assessment .  whi ch  represents  the  cost  of  supply  1 ng 
water  to  the  Water  Department,  would  increase  by  almost  $7  million 
annual ly  begi  nnl ng  1 n  1 990-91 ,  primari ly  due  to  added  costs  of 
capital  projects. 

The  Department  is  required  to  balance  Its  budget  each  year,  so  the 
cumulative  deficit  balance  shown  above  is  only  to  illustrate  the 
budget  problem. 
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Available  Options 


He  can  use  a  combination  of  financing  techniques  to  manage  the  budget 
deficit,  while  establishing  prudent  reserves  and  maintaining  the 
Department's  operations  and  capital  program.  Among  the  options  available 
are : 


1.  Increase  City  Hater  Rates:  Because  the  In-City  water  rates  are  so 
low.  high  percentage  rate  increases  yield  relatively  small  amounts 
of  revenue  (a  one  percent  rate  increase  raises  about  $300,000). 
The  Department  has  tried  in  the  past  to  institute  regular  rate 
adjustments  to  raise  rates  to  a  level  more  comparable  to 
surrounding  communities.  If  we  relied  completely  on  an  In-City 
rate  Increase  to  balance  the  1990-91  budget  and  establ 1 sh  a  $4 
mi  1 1  ion  fund  bal ance ,  we  would  need  to  Increase  CI ty  water  sales 
revenue  by  $15.7  mi  1 1  ion ,  or  53.0  percent.  The  City  Charter 
requires  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  submit  rate  changes  to 
the  Board  of  Supervi  sors  for  approval .  The  Charter  further 
requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  (8  of  11)  to  reject  the 
rates . 


2.  Bond  Suburban  Projects :  The  Department  previously  1 s sued  revenue 
bonds  for  several  projects  of  benef  i  t  not  only  to  Ci  ty  consumers 
but  also  to  suburban  customers.  Under  the  suburban  rate  agreement, 
the  Ci  ty  advances  the  money  for  such  projects  (el  ther  from  its 
reserves  or  revenues,  or  from  bonds),  and  the  suburbs  pay  the  City 
a  rate  of  return  over  as  much  as  35  years .  Bondi  ng  capi  tal 
projects  which  benefit  suburban  customers  allows  the  Department 
more  flexibility  in  the  use  of  Its  revenues ,  a  1  though  bonds  cost 
more  than  cash.  Such  bond  Issues  would  also  require  voter 
approval,  because  most  of  the  suburban  projects  would  not  meet  the 
replacement  criteria  in  the  Charter.  A  bond  issue  of  approximately 
$60  million  would  raise  $42  million  for  proposed  suburban  projects 
between  1991-92  and  1994-95. 
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3.  Bond  Part  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Capital  Program:  The  Water  Department 
pays  for  the  water-related  portions  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  operating 
and  capital  budgets .  Because  the  size  of  the  capi  tal  program 
varies  from  year  to  year,  with  a  range  of  between  $9  million  and 
$33  million,  the  budget  projections  "flatten"  the  assessment  to 
reduce  Its  Impact  on  water  rates.  In  addition,  Hetch  Hetchy  staff 
are  reviewing  the  size  and  timing  of  thel r  proposed  capi  tal 
projects.  We  identified  the  following  projects  for  which  bond 
funding  may  be  appropriate:

Moving  these  projects  to  bond  funding  and  averaging  the  amount  of 
the  assessment  reduces  the  Water  Department ' s  annual  payments  to 
Hetch  Hetchy  by  $14.7  million  between  1991-92  and  1994-95.  A  bond 
issue  of  $30  million  would  provide  sufficient  funding  for  all  the 
projects  1 1 sted  above . 


4.  Bond  Replacement  Program:  Much  of  the  Water  Department ' s 
1  nf rastructure  is  old.  The  Department  has  a  long-term  service 
renewal  and  main  replacement  program  in  the  City,  as  well  as  many 
other  CI  ty  and  suburban  faci  1 1  ti  es  In  need  of  regular 
rehabi 1 1  tat  Ion  and /or  replacement.  The  1 989-90  appropriation  for 
CI  ty  mai  n  replacement  and  service  renewal  projects  was  $11.2 
ml  1 1  ion .  The  CI  ty  Charter  permi  ts  the  Department  to  1 ssue  bonds 
for  replacement  projects .  such  as  these .  w1 th  a  three-fourths 
affirmative  vote  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (9  of  11).  The  bonds 
can  be  structured  so  that  not  only  prospective  appropriations  but 
exi  sti  ng  expend! tures  can  be  repl aced  wi  th  bond  funds ,  restoring 
approximately  $8  million  to  the  Water  Department's  operating  fund, 
which  would  help  reduce  its  deficit  in  1990-91.  Under  this 
proposal,  the  Department  would  Immediately  begin  paying  off  the 
bonds ,  requi  ri  ng  a  rate  1  ncrease  of  approximately  four  to  five 
percent  per  year  for  several  years. 
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There  are  two  different  ways  to  structure  the  replacement  program: 

a.  A  $59  million  bond  Issue  would  reduce  the  size  of  the 
revenued-funded  capital  program  by  approximately  $33  million 
over  the  next  three  years  and  reduce  the  Department's  deficit 
by  $8  mil  1  Ion  In  1990-91 .  The  three-year  program  would 
require  rate  Increases  of  approximately  five  percent  per  year 
for  three  years . 

b.  A  $97  million  bond  issue  would  provide  the  replacement  program 
wi  th  $60  mil  1  ion  over  five  years ,  and  the  $8  mi  1 1  Ion 
reimbursement  the  first  year,  requiring  rate  increases  of  four 
to  five  percent  per  year  for  five  years. 


Discussion  of  Possible  Solutions 


Hith  the  exception  of  a  rate  increase,  none  of  the  options  listed  above 
in  and  of  Itself  provides  a  balanced  budget.  However,  a  combination  of 
several  of  these  options  can  reduce  the  si ze  of  a  rate  i ncrease  and 
provide  a  needed  Infusion  of  revenue  to  balance  the  budget  and  maintain 
the  Department's  capital  program.  Following  are  the  two  most  Hkely 
solutions  to  the  deficit: 


RATE  INCREASE  (OPTION  #1) 

Relying  enti rely  upon  a  City  rate  increase  to  bal ance  next  year '  s 
budget  will  require  a  53.0  percent  Increase.  This  will  raise  the  cost 
for  an  average  single-family  residential  unit  from  $5.81  per  month  to 
approximately  $8.89  per  month.  Even  with  this  large  an  increase,  the 
Department  would  need  to  raise  rates  again  the  following  fiscal  year 
(1991-92)  by  27.0  percent  to  maintain  a  $4  million  reserve  as  shown  below:

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Clearly ,  the  Department ' s  f undl ng  probl em  1  s  short-term  and  improves 
drama t i  cal  ly  as  we  Increase  CI  ty  rates .  If  we  can  conquer  the  fundi  ng 
hurdle  of  the  next  two  years,  we  should  be  able  to  stabilize  rates  and 
revenues  long-term. 


BOND  MOST  CAPITAL  PROJECTS;  RAISE  RATES  ANNUALLY  (OPTION  #5) 

If  we  use  bond  funding  for  replacement  projects  (beginning  in  1990-91) 
and  for  suburban  and  Hetch  Hetchy  projects  (beginning  in  1991-92).  and 
we  re-institute  a  program  of  regular  Citv  rate  Increases,  we  stabilize 
funding  for  operations  and  capital  both  short-  and  long-term.

SI 
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REVENUE  REQUIREMENT  AND 
RATE  INCREASE  ANALYSIS 


On  March  27.  1990,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  called 
for  public  hearings  on  a  proposed  water  rationing  program  and  proposed  water 
rates.    These  hearings  are  to  be  held  on  April  24,  1990  at  2:00  p.m.  in  Room 
282,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  California. 

Because  the  water  consumption  determines  80%  of  the  water  revenues  and  the 
necessity  to  ration  water  would  decrease  that  consumption,  the  hearing 
regarding  rationing  will  be  held  first,  followed  by  the  rate  hearings. 

Wholesale  Rates 

This  rate  package  presents  rates  for  its  wholesale  (resale  use) 
customers.    On  April  24,  1990  the  Department  will  request  adoption  of  Plan  1 
or  Plan  2  depending  on  whether  rationing  is  in  effect  or  not.    These  rates  are 
calculated  on  a  cost  of  service  methodology  and  the  revenue  is  maintained 
separately  from  other  Water  Department  revenue.    This  process  and  methodology 
is  in  accordance  with  the  Suburban  Rate  Agreement  as  approved  by  all  agencies 
in  1984. 

The  wholesale  users  represent  more  than  60X  of  the  total  water  used  in  our 
system.    San  Francisco  must  establish  wholesale  rates  now  to  allow  each 
wholesaler  as  much  time  as  possible  to  implement  their  agency's 
conservation/rationing  programs  and  establish  rates  for  their  retail  customers. 

Retail  Rates 

The  proposals  for  funding  the  Water  Department's  operating  and  capital 
budgets  involve  rate  and  bonding  alternatives  that  approach  the  current 
situation  and  the  future  from  a  different  perspective  from  past  rate 
packages.    The  Department  feels  that  these  alternatives  need  to  be  given  more 
time  and  review  before  final  decisions  are  made  and  therefore  will  request 
that  discussions  and  public  testimony  begin  on  April  24th  and  be  continued 
through  May  8th.    On  May  8th.  after  incorporating  any  changes  resulting  from 
the  public  review  process,  the  request  for  adoption  will  be  made. 

Options  and  proposals  for  San  Francisco's  retail  customers  in  and  outside 
the  City  are  calculated  on  a  cash  method  and  will  require  more  analysis  before 
they  can  be  submitted  for  public  review.    They  will  be  made  available  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  no  later  than  April  24th  at  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  meeting. 
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The  following  pages  provide  a  description  of  Plans  1  and  2  with  the 
respective  proposed  changes  and  revenue  requirement  analyses  for  each  one. 
All  schedules  will  be  effective  July  1.  1990.

The  proposed  rate  increase  for  all  customers  supplied  by  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  system  is  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  operating  expenses, 
including  employee  wage  rates  and  fringe  benefits,  purchasing  or  leasing  of 
supplies,  equipment  or  materials,  meeting  financial  reserve  needs  and  _ 
requirements,  obtaining  funds  for  capital  projects  necessary  to  maintain 
service  within  the  existing  service  areas  and  for  other  budgeting  requirements 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.

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REVENUE  REQUIREMENT  AND  RATE  INCREASE  ADJUSTMENT 
ANALYSIS  FOR  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM 

The  Department  has  two  classes  of  customers:    Resale  and  Retail.  The 
Suburban  Resale  rates  are  calculated  in  a  utility  methodology  agreed  upon  by 
contract.    The  retail  customers  rates  are  calculated  on  a  cash  method.    Due  to 
these  differences,  the  rates  will  be  discussed  separately. 


PROPOSED  RATE  PACKAGE 
FOR  RETAIL  CUSTOMERS  WITHIN  AND  OUTSIDE 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 


In  1988,  the  Department  declared  a  water  shortage  emergency  and  increased 
the  water  rates  15%.    As  it  was  explained  at  that  time,  the  Department 
projected  a  $10.4  million  deficit,  but  also  was  receiving  $3  million  from  a 
land  sale  and  $3.8  million  in  cost  avoidances  for  one  year.    Those  avoidances 
were  $800,000  in  salary  savings  and  $3  million  in  removing  the  "cash  float" 
from  the  Department's  capital  projects.    These  one  time  savings  resulted  in 
needing  only  $3.6  million  instead  of  $10.4  million.    The  Department  also 
projected  using  $7.5  million  of  its  unappropriated  account  to  balance  the 
budget. 

The  following  year,  1989.  the  rationing  was  discontinued  and  the  15% 
increase  was  maintained.    No  additional  increase  was  requested  because  the 
Department  had  collected  over  $7.5  million  in  excess  use  fees  and  projected  an 
additional  $3.2  million  still  remaining  in  the  unappropriated  account.  The 
total  $10.7  million  plus  the  $1.7  million  received  by  continuing  the  15% 
increase  would  balance  the  expenditures  but  leave  no  reserves  unless  revenue 
were  higher  than  projection.    Given  the  uncertainty  of  the  water  use  after  the 
rationing  was  lifted,  the  recommendation  was  to  continue  to  use  one  time 
savings  to  balance  the  budget. 

The  estimated  summary  of  revenues  and  expenditures  for  FY  1988-89  shows 
that  in  fact  the  customers  continued  to  save  water.    Use  is  about  7%  below 
1987  and  net  revenues  are  as  projected.    Unfortunately,  costs  were  higher  than 
projected  with  major  expenditures  due  to  the  Correa  Decision  and  the  October 
17th  earthquake.    Cost  savings  and  project  closeout  will  bring  the  final 
balance  to  zero.    The  Department  will  use  all  of  the  $10.8  million  from  its 
unappropriated  fund. 

Depending  on  the  current  water  supply  situation,  the  Department  could  be 
facing  a  $13.5  to  $14.7  million  deficit  in  1990-91.    Funding  options  being 
considered  propose  a  rate  increase  and/or  bond  sales  in  various  combinations. 
Proposals  and  a  recommendation  will  be  presented  on  April  24th  with  a  request 
to  continue  the  rate  hearing  until  May  8th  for  retail  rates.    A  request  for 
adoption  will  be  made  after  public  testimony  on  May  8,  1990. 
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PROPOSED  RATE  INCREASE 
FOR  SUBURBAN  WHOLESALE  CUSTOMERS 


RESALE  USE  WITH  LONG  TFRM  CONTRACT 

The  San  Francisco  Water  Department  delivers  water  on  a  wholesale  basis  to 
30  water  agencies  (named  the  Suburban  Customers)  outside  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.    In  1984,  the  Department  and  its  Suburban  Customers  approved 
a  Settlement  Agreement  and  Master  Water  Sales  Contract  ("Agreement").  This 
Agreement  resolved  litigation  pending  since  1974  and  established  a  method  by 
which  Suburban  Resale  rates  are  calculated  each  year.    As  a  result  of  this 
Agreement    annual  rate  increases  and  decreases  for  Suburban  and  City  customers 
depend  upon  distribution  of  costs  associated  with  serving  each  of  the  two 
classes  of  customers.    The  City  sets  the  wholesale  water  rates  to  recover  all 
costs  associated  with  providing  water  to  the  Suburban  Customers,  plus  a  rate 
of  return  on  all  debt  funded  assets  and  future  revenue  funded  assets. 
Overpayments  or  underpayments  are  put  into  the  Suburban  Balancing  Account  and 
factored  into  the  rate  calculation  for  the  following  year. 

In  FY  1988-89    the  Final  Suburban  Revenue  Requirement  was  $28,970,299  with 
an  underpayment  of  $6,936,109.    The  estimated  payment  and  revenue  requirement 
for  FY  1989-90  will  result  in  $2,120,883  still  being  owed  to  San  Francisco. 
This  receivable  plus  the  projected  payment  and  revenue  requirement  for  FY 
1990-91  is  what  determines  the  rate  needed  to  pay  their  share  of  costs  and 
reduce  the  balancing  account  to  zero. 

Since  it  has  not  yet  been  decided  whether  mandatory  rationing  will  be 
declared,  two  options  are  being  considered. 

Plan  1  -  Without  Rationing 

This  plan  calls  for  voluntary  conservation  and  operating  costs  associated 
with  a  voluntary  program.    The  projected  consumption  would  be  159.2  mgd.  The 
overall  rate  increase  would  be  10.1%.    See  Exhibit  C  in  this  package  for 
detailed  calculations  and  the  rate  schedule. 


Plan  2  -  With  Rationing 


This  plan  would  be  adopted  if  a  water  shortage  emergency  is  declared  and  a 
rationing  plan  adopted.    The  significant  difference  ^\t^;i%Pl^"^^  ^  H^l'l 
projected  consumption  of  143.2  mgd  and  an  ^ "grease  cost  of  $2 .443  600  for  the 
purchase  of  water.    The  overall  rate  increase  would  be  27.6%.    See  Exhibit  D 
for  detailed  calculations  and  the  rate  schedule. 

EXCESS  USE  CHARGES  AND  Fl  OW  RESTRICTING  INSTALLATION  COSTS 

If  mandatory  rationing  is  adopted.  Schedules  W-42  and  W-43  will  also  be 
proposed  for  adoption.    (See  Exhibit  D  for  the  schedules). 
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Schedule  W-42  establishes  water  use  charges  in  excess  of  allotment.  This 
schedule  has  been  modified  since  1988  and  now  contains  three  levels  instead  of 
six.    It  calculates  the  excess  use  charges  in  increasing  rate  blocks  instead 
of  all  units  being  calculated  at  the  highest  charge. 

Schedule  W-43  sets  the  costs  for  installing  and  removing  flow  restriction 
devices  and  reactivating  discontinued  water  service. 

Both  these  schedules  are  applicable  to  all  customers  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Department.    They  will  be  in 
effect  until  the  water  shortage  emergency  is  over.

I.     PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION 


A.  HATER  SUPPLY  SITUATION 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  System  provides  between  80  and  85  percent  of 
the  water  used  in  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  service 
areas.  We  have  experienced  four  consecutive  dry  years  and  this  year's  runoff 
1s  expected  to  be  about  45  percent  of  average. 

Total  system  storage  is  at  38  percent  of  capacity  as  of  April  1.1990.      In  the 
absence  of  additional  runoff,  this  storage  would  be  exhausted  in  approximately 
21  months  at    current  consumption  rates.    While  this  picture  may  change  with 
the  completion  of  this  year's  runoff,  the  anticipated  water  supply  is  expected 
to  be  inadequate  to  provide  for  the  domestic  needs  of  the  2.2  million  people 
served  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  systems.  Water 
use  must  be  reduced  so  that  1990  runoff  will  provide  sufficient  storage  to 
meet  water  requirements  for    service  area  consumption  through  1991  should 
there  be  a  fifth  dry  year. 

B.  RATIONTNr:  PI  AN  OBJECTIVES 

The  objective  of  any  rationing  plan  is  to  meet  essential  water  supply  needs, 
to  minimize  hardship  on  residential  customers  and  businesses,  and  to  provide 
an  equitable  distribution  of  available  water  supplies  throughout  the  service 
area     Suggested  alternative  rationing  plans  presented  to  the  Public  Utilities 
CofTTTiission  apply  to  all  retail  and  wholesale  customers.    The  following 
discussion  will  consider  four  possible  rationing  programs:  mandatory 
rationing  augmented  by  the  purchase  of  surplus  water;  mandatory  rationing; 
voluntary  rationing  with  restrictions;  and  voluntary  conservation  without 
restri  ctions . 


11.    ALTERNATIVE  MANDATORY  RATIONING  PLANS 

Consideration  of  any  mandatory  rationing  methodology  would  include  both  a  plan 
augmented  by  the  purchase  of  water  (indicated  under  the  most  severe  water 
supply  shortage)  and  a  plan  that  does  not  incorporate  the  purchase  of  water 
(less  severe  water  supply  situation,  but  still  requiring  mandatory 
rationing).    Both  plans  would  contain  all  other  elements  of  any  proposed 
mandatory  plan. 

Four  basic  methods  of  mandatory  rationing  plans  were  explored: 

A.  Seasonal  allocation;  B.  Percentage  allocation;  C.  Per  Capita  allocation, 

and  D.  Uniform  allocation. 

A.     SEASONAI   AHOCATION  PLAN 

The  rationing  plan  set  in  place  in  1988  was  a  seasonal  allocation  Pl^n  based 
on  a  percent  systemwide  reduction  in  consumption  using  1987  as  the  base  year. 
Under  this  plan  both  inside  and  outside  usage  are  cut  by  specified 
percentages     Winter  usage  is  identified  as  typi cal ly_ reflecting  inside  use. 
The  average  of  the  winter  months  is  used  as  the  baseline  for  determining 


inside  use  for  all  12  months.    Usage  in  excess  of  the  baseline  Is  considered 
outside  use.    The  monthly  or  bi-monthly  seasonal  allocation  is  a  composite  of 
the  inside  use  and  the  outside  use  reduced  by  their  respective  percentages. 
This  plan  distributes  water  equitably  and  has  been  proven  effective  in 
achieving  prior  systemwide  consumption  goals. 

R.     PERCENTAHF  ALLOCATION  PLAN 

This  plan  would  require  water  allocations  to  be  based  on  a  percentage 
reduction  of  past  usage.    As  an  example,  to  acheive  a  specified  reduction 
goal,  all  customers  would  be  allotted  a  percentage  of  the  amount  used  in  each 
billing  period  in  the  base  year.    This  plan  requires  a  much  greater  reduction 
in  inside  usage  than  the  previous  plan  and  could  cause  hardship  on  residential 
and  commercial  customers. 

r.     PER  CAPITA  ALLOCATION  PLAN 

This  plan  would  require  that  each  residential  occupant  receive  a  fixed  daily 
amount  of  water.    To  implement  such  a  plan  would  require  a  census  of  the 
service  area;  this  mechanism  would  prove  to  be  highly  time  consuming  and  the 
response  to  such  a  survey  would  be  anticipated  to  be  statistically  low  and 
inaccurate.  This  plan  cannot  equitably  reduce  water  consumption  at  a  specified 
level  because  it  does  not  allow  for  differences  in  dwelling  type, existing 
landscaping  needs  or  special  individual  circumstances.    A  per  capita 
allocation  would  prove  unworkable  with  commercial  and  industrial  customers  and 
would  require  a  different  method  for  determining  allocations. 

D.     UNIFORM  ALLOCATION  PLAN 

This  plan  would  require  that  all  residential  customers  receive  a  fixed  daily 
amount  per  dwelling  unit.    This  plan  would  not  distribute  water  equitably  to 
all  customers,  especially  since  it  does  not  take  into  considerations  the 
number  of  individuals  living  in  the  dwelling  unit.    As  in  the  per  capita  plan, 
this  plan  would  prove  unworkable  for  commercial  and  industrial  customers. 

F.  ENFORCEMENT 

In  any  mandatory  rationing  plan,  excess  use  charges  would  serve  as  the  primary 
means  of  enforcement  with  increasing  rates  applied  to  the  incremental  usage 
above  allotments.  Flow  restrictors  may  be  placed  on  service  lines  as  necessary 
and  shutoff  of  water  service  may  also  be  utilized,  if  required.  An  appeal 
process  will  be  available  on  an  individual  basis  for  any  change  in 
ci  rcumstances . 


III.    MATER  USE  RESTRICTIONS 

In  both  a  mandatory  or  a  voluntary  rationing  program,  water  use  restrictions 
would  serve  as  one  means  of  generating  water  savings.    The  following 
restrictions  would  apply  to  all  customers  served  within  the  City  and  County  o 
San  Francisco  and  those  customers  outside  the  City  and  County  served  directly 
by  San  Francisco. 
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A.  Water  waste.  Including  but  not  limited  to,  any  flooding  or  runoff  Into 
the  street  or  gutters.  Is  prohibited. 

B.  Hoses  shall  not  be  used  to  clean  sidewalks,  driveways,  patios,  plazas, 
homes,  businesses,  parking  lots,  roofs,  awnings  or  other  hard  surface 
areas . 

C.  Hoses  used  for  any  purpose  must  have  positive  shutoff  valves. 

0.  Restaurants  shall  serve  water  to  customers  only  upon  request. 

E.  Water  used  for  all  cooling  purposes  must  be  recycled  to  the  extent 
possible. 

F.  Water  shall  not  be  used  to  clean,  fill  or  maintain  levels  in 
decorative  fountains. 

G.  Additional  water  will  not  be  allowed  for  new  landscaping  or  expansion 
of  existing  facilities  unless  low  water  use  landscaping  designs  and 
irrigation  systems  are  employed. 

H.  Water  service  connections  for  new  construction  shall  be  granted  only 
if  water  saving  fixtures  or  devices  are  incorporated  into  the  plumbing 
system. 

1.  Construction  water  for  consolidation  of  backfill,  dust  control  or 
other  non-essential  purposes  shall  be  denied  if  other  methods  or 
sources  of  non-potable  water  can  be  utilized. 

J.    Irrigation  of  lawns,  playfields.  parks,  median  strips,  golf  courses, 
cemetaries.  and  landscaping  of  any  type  with  potable  water  shall  be 
reduced  by  at  least  the  amount  specified  for  outside  use  in  the 
adopted  rationing  plan. 


IV.    VOLUNTARY  RATIONING  WITH  RESTRICTIONS 

Should  the  savings  required  be  less  than  those  necessary  for  a  mandatory 
rationing  plan,  the  following  voluntary  plan  would  be  recommended.  Voluntary 
allocations  would  be  provided.    Self-enforcement  would  be  the  primary  means  of 
gaining  compliance.    No  excess  use  charges  would  be  employed  as  an  enforcement 
mechanism.    This  plan  also  calls  for  the  Imposition  of  the  water  use 
restrictions  included  in  the  mandatory  rationing  plan.    Enforcement  of  the  use 
restrictions  would  be  carried  out  through  the  employment  of  warning  notices 
which  may  result  in  the  placement  of  a  water  restrictor  in  the  service  and/or 
the  shutoff  of  the  water  service. 


V.    VOLUNTARY  CONSERVATION  WITHOUT  RESTRICTIONS 

Should  the  savings  required  be  less  than  those  necessary  for  voluntary 
rationing  with  restrictions,  voluntary  conservation  without  restrictions  would 
be  recommended. 
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This  pUn  calls  for  voluntary  rationing  with  no  water  use  restrictions  or 
excess  use  charges  applied  for  non-compliance.    The  success  of  this  program 
would  depend  on  the  effectiveness  of  a  public  information  campaign.    The  goal 
of  such  a  campaign  would  be  to  keep  usage  at  its  current  level  reflecting  the 
residual  conservation  effort  from  the  1988/89  rationing  effort. 


VI.    DECISION  MAKING  MODEL 

Figure  (1)  Illustrates  in  graphic  form  the  required  storage  Increased  by 
various  levels  of  runoff  that  dictate  the  type  of  rationing  plan  necessary  to 
guarantee  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  the  next  two  years. 

Figure  (2)  illustrates  the  same  information  in  numerical  form,  including  the 
various  probabilities  of  achieving  the  necessary  levels  of  runoff. 


VII.    RECOMMENDED  PLAN  FOR  ADOPTION 

Based  on  available  water  in  storage,  the  April  1,  1990,  snow  survey,  and  the 
probability  of  70.000  acre  feet  or  less  of  divertable  runnoff,  the  following 
mandatory  rationing  program  is  recommended  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  adoption. 

The  intent  of  this  rationing  program  Is  to  reduce  systemwide  water  demand  by 
25  percent  compared  to  1987  water  use  with  minimum  impact  on  business, 
employment  and  quality  of  life.    This  will  be  achieved  by  making  major 
reductions  in  the  amount  of  water  used  for  Irrigation  and  imposing  relatively 
minor  reductions  on  water  used  for  business  and  domestic  purposes.  The 
allocation  plan  accounts  for  the  needs  of  individual  consumers  and  communities 
while  treating  all  consumers  supplied  by  the  Water  Department  in  a  like  manner. 

This  allocation  plan  governs  customers  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  all  customers  within  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy's 
service  areas.    The  plan  will  use  the  allocation  derived  from  prior  use  data 
for  individual  customers  in  the  1987  base  year.  Increased  by  any  adjustments 
allowed  during  the  1988/89  rationing  program  oeriod. 

Allocations  are  based  on  the  following  formula: 

City  and  Countv  of  San  Francisco 

Inside  Use.    For  bi-monthly  accounts  the  allocation  for  each  billing 
period  for  inside  use  will  be  90X  of  the  average  consumption  for  billing 
periods  ending  in  January.  February,  March  and  December,  1987.    For  monthly 
accounts  the  allocation  for  each  billing  period  will  be  90X  of  the  average 
consumption  for  the  four  billing  periods  ending  in  the  above  months. 

Outside  Use.    For  all  accounts  the  allocation  for  outside  use  for 
billing  periods  ending  in  April  through  November,  will  be  401  of  the 
difference  between  the  average  consumption  calculated  for  inside  use  and 
actual  consumption  for  the  same  period  in  1987. 
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Total  Allocation.    The  allocations  for  each  billing  period  will  be  the 
total  of  the  allocations  for  Inside  and  outside  use.  increased  bv  any 
adjustments  allowed  during  the  1988/89  rationing  program  period. 

Maximum  Allocation  for  Single  Family  Residences.    No  single  family 
residence  shall  receive  an  allocation  of  more  than  4,000  cu.  ft.  bimonthly. 

Allocations  Where  No  Past  History  Exists 

Hhen  water  records  for  calendar  year  1987  are  not  available,  do  not  cover 
various  portions  of  the  year,  or  do  not  allow  for  establishment  of  equitable 
allocations,  individual  allocations  will  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  residents  within  a  household,  or,  in  the  case  of  commercial  or 
industrial  customers,  on  the  basis  of  data  supplied  the  Department. 

Hater  Use  Restrictions 

Water  use  restrictions,  as  identified  previously,  will  be  effective  with  the 
implementation  of  this  plan.    Violation  of  any  water  use  restriction  by  any 
customer  may,  after  one  written  warning  and  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
laws  and  legal  restrictions,  result  in  the  installation  of  a  flow  restricting 
device  in  the  service  line  of  the  customer  or  the  shut-off  of  water  service. 
The  customer  shall  bear  the  cost  of  the  enforcement  action. 

Suburban  Resale  Customers 

The  suburban  customers  in  total  shall  receive  an  annual  allocation  of 
water  based  on  the  same  inside/outside  formula  that  will  be  used  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.    Monthly  allocations  for  each  suburban  resale 
customer  have  been  proposed  which  collectively  add  up  to  the  total  annual 
allocation  and  which  distribute  water  equitably  to  all  wholesale  customers. 

Customers  purchasing  water  for  resale  are  strongly  encouraged  to  adopt 
water  usage  restrictions  and  enforcement  programs  similar  to  those  employed  in 
San  Francisco. 

Banking  provisions  will  allow  water  savings  below  allotments  in  any 
month  to  be  applied  against  water  use  above  allotments  in  any  month  to  meet 
special  circumstances  inherent  in  the  operating  conditions  of  the  resale 
customers . 

Service  to  the  Cities  of  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara.    Consistent  with  the 
Conmission  action  taken  during  the  previous  water  shortage  emergency,  the 
Cities  of  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara  have  been  included  in  the  Suburban  Resale 
Customer  Allocation  Plan.    These  two  cities,  under  the  terms  of  existing 
contracts  with  the  Water  Department,  are  classified  as  purchasing  water  on  a 
temporary  and  Interruptible  basis.    While  interruption  of  service  to  these 
cities  is  not  recommended  in  1990.  a  worsening  of  the  water  supply  situation 
in  1991,  however,  may  require  a  recommendation  by  the  Water  Department  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  to  temporarily  interrupt  service  to  both  San  Jose 
and  Santa  Clara. 
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New  Construction.    Additional  water  may  be  granted  for  new  construction 
providing  water  saving  devices  are  Incorporated  In  interior  plumbing  fixtures 
and  any  landscaping  Is  kept  to  a  minimum  and  incorporates  low  water  use 
landscaping  designs  and  Irrigation  systems. 

EXCEPTIONS  TO  RATIONING  ALLOCATIONS  OR  MATER  USE  RESTRICTIONS 

Exceptions  to  rationing  allocations  or  water  use  restrictions  may  be  made  for 
the  protection  of  public  health  or  safety  or  undue  hardship  to  the  applicant 
including  adverse  economic  impacts  such  as  loss  of  production  or  jobs.  Any 
exceptions  are  subject  to  the  following  requirements  and  procedures: 

1.  In  the  case  of  a  rationing  allocation,  it  must  be  shown  that  the 
allocation  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  public  health  or  safety  needs. 

In  the  case  of  water  use  restrictions,  it  must  be  shown  that  there  are 
no  alternatives  to  the  use  of  water. 

2.  Water  used  under  this  exception  procedure  must  be  efficiently  used 
without  waste. 

3.  Applications  must  be  in  writing  to  the  Water  Rationing  Administrator. 
P.  0.  Box  7466.  San  Francisco,  CA  94120. 

4.  Approval  of  exceptions  for  non-residential  customers  will  require 
verification  that  all  appropriate  conservation  measures  are  in  place. 

5.  Denials  of  application  may  be  appealed  to  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Water  Department  whose  decision  will  be  final. 


VIII.    WORKPLAN  AND  BUDGET 

This  Is  an  8-month  budget  for  the  period  May  through  December,  1990. 
funding  a  total  budget  of  $859,457.    The  budget  is  based  largely  on  experience 
gained  during  the  water  supply  emergency  in  1988.    This  budget  Is  a  summary  of 
all  additional  costs  associated  with  the  need  to  Implement  a  rationing  program. 

Recognizing  the  need  to  keep  costs  as  low  as  possible  but  begin  work 
iimiediately,  this  budget  contains  no  supplemental  appropriation  request-  The 
Department  plans  to  reallocate  funds  from  its  existing  FY  1989-90  budget  and 
FY  1990-91  budget  request.    To  do  this,  many  programs  and  projects  will  be 
deferred  until  this  emergency  is  over  and  new  funds  have  been  appropriated. 
Most  reallocations  are  being  made  within  the  Water  Conservation  Programmatic 
Budget. 

As  in  1988,  this  is  only  an  8-month  budget.    If  the  program  needs  to 
continue  and/or  funds  are  exhausted,  the  Department  will  have  to  request  a 
supplemental  appropriation  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
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Personnel  ($585,085) 

The  majority  of  personnel  will  be  used  to  staff  the  water  rationing 
section  within  the  Water  Department's  Customer  Service  Division  at  425  Mason 
Street.    The  clerical  staff  will  respond  to  customer  inquiries,  provide 
conservation  information,  process  requests  for  water  allotment  adjustments  and 
exceptions  to  the  regulations.    The  Senior  Administrative  Analyst  will  provide 
technical  writing  support  by  writing  procedures,  complex  instructions  on 
calculations  and  programming  documentation  of  computer  systems  used  in  the 
rationing  program.    The  field  personnel  will  inspect  commercial,  industrial 
and  other  large  water  users  to  provide  information  on  conservation  measures 
and  verify  requests  for  water  allotment  adjustments.    One  inspector  will  be 
added  to  the  Water  Supply  Division  in  Millbrae  to  do  inspections,  landscape 
audits  and  other  related  field  work  in  the  suburban  areas. 

Overtime  ($50,000) 

Overtime  is  needed  to  handle  the  expected  workloads  for  processing 
requests  for  increased  water  allocations.    Timely  response  is  critical  for 
program  credibility  and  workload  management.    There  will  be  a  lag  in  the 
Department's  ability  to  hire  additional  personnel  and  existing  personnel  will 
be  required  to  work  longer  hours  to  make  timely  response  possible. 

Data  Processing  ($50,000) 

Additional  analysts  and  programmers  will  be  required  to  reinstate  and 
modify  data  processing  systems  to  calculate  water  allocations,  notify 
customers,  produce  reports  as  needed  and  calculate  excess  use  charges. 

Vehicle  Rentals  ($28,224) 

Seven  vehicles  will  be  needed  to  provide  the  field  personnel  with  a  means 
to  get  around  their  designated  services  areas. 

Other  Contractual  Services  ($51,248) 

One  garage  rental  will  be  needed  at  425  Mason  Street  and  other  contractual 
services  such  as  graphics,  map  reproductions,  signs,  etc.  will  be  required  for 
different  facets  of  the  program.  Assistance  in  neighborhood  outreach  programs 
and  language  translation  costs  will  be  necessary. 

Other  Current  Services  ($49,000) 

Postage,  printing,  and  mailing  costs  are  needed  to  inform  all  customers  of 
their  water  allotment  and  water  use  restrictions.    This  amount  will  fund  only 
one  mailing.    If  more  are  needed,  more  funds  must  be  allocated.    A  small 
amount  is  budgeted  for  miscellaneous  current  services  such  as  exhibition  fees, 
delivery  services,  bridge  tolls,  etc. 

Materials  and  Suoolies  (33.100) 

The  staff  will  need  to  be  provided  with  supplies,  tools  and  minor 
furnishings  to  to  do  their  jobs.    Forms  and  envelopes  will  also  be  needed  for 
the  water  allotment  mailing.    The  purchase  of  pre-printed  water  conservation 
information  will  also  be  required  to  make  available  to  the  general  public. 
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Equipment  ($4,800) 

Four  additional  pressure  recorders  are  being  requested  by  Field  Services. 
These  instruments  record  the  pressure  on  water  fixtures  and  are  nwst  often 
used  to  determine  fluctuations  and  inadequate  or  high  pressure  on  the  water 
system  within  a  building.    Pressure  variances,  both  high  or  low,  can  cause 
water  loss  and  plumbing  damage.    More  are  needed  to  be  used  for  inspections  on 
large  buildings  and  commercial  operations  to  prevent  water  waste  and  achieve 
savi  ngs . 

Data  Processing  Equipment  ($6,000) 

Four  laptop  computers  are  needed  to  conduct  landscape  audits  on  irrigation 
systems.    The  Department  of  Water  Resources  has  developed  programming  that 
assists  the  inspectors  in  conducting  landscape  audits.    Hhile  the  software  is 
free.  Field  Services  needs  to  use  laptop  computers  in  the  field.    The  largest 
water  savings  come  from  eliminating  waste  in  irrigation  and  this  equipment 
wi 11  help  us  to  do  that.

OPERATIONS 


Storage .     The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  Figure  1,     The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula 
Division  reservoirs  at  the  end  of  March  amounted  to  18.6  billion 
gallons  or  63%  of  capacity.     For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole, 
storage  amounted  to  40.3  billion  gallons  or  52%  of  capacity, 
compared  to  45.0  billion  gallons  or  58%  of  capacity  at  the  same  time 
last  year. 

Product  ion .     Water  supplied  by  Hatch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of 
local  water  t  reatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  Figure  2 . 

Deliveries .     Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and 
the  suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  Figure  3 . 


General  Manager's  Position 

As  a  result  of  Arthur  Jensen's  assumption  of  his  new  job 
responsibilities  with  the  Contra  Costa  Water  District,   John  Mullane 
was  appointed  Acting  General  Manager  of  the  Department.  His 
assignment  has  resulted  necessari ly  in  the  reassignment  of  various 
management  positions  within  the  Customer  Service  Division  of  the 
Department . 

Alternate  Water  Supply  Study 

Preliminary  discussions  were  held  between  the  PUC  General  Manager, 
Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Supervisor  Bill  Maher  relative 
to  the  developments  of  the  alternate  water  supply  study  mandated  by 
Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.   740-89.     As  a  result  of  this

meeting,   a  time  line  was  developed  for  submittal  to  the  PUC  for  its 
consideration.     The  process  as  considered  would  result  in  a  12  month 
sequence  of  data  gathering,   public  hearings  and  development  of  a 
report  that  would  combine  goals  of  the  Water  Department  and  its 
suburban  resale  customers  relative  to  the  development  of 
groundwater,   reclaimed  water,   additional  water  conservation 
activities  and  other  forms  of  potential  water  supply. 

Rationing  Planning 

Contingency  rationing  planning  continued  during  the  month  of  March 
through  the  continued  efforts  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  Water 
Department  and  BMIS  personnel.     The  committee's  goal  was  to  analyze 
current  data,   prepare  recommendations  if  necessary  for  the 
imposition  of  a  mandatory  rationing  program  with  an  eye  towards 
making  recommendations  to  the  PUC  at  its  April  24,   1990  meeting, 

Budget/Rates 


The  Water  Department  staff,   and  especially  the  Department's  Rate 
Administrator,   continued  the  ongoing  budget  review  and  rate 
development  process.     This  involved  negotiations  with  the  Mayor's 
Office,   including  the  provision  of  tours  of  Water  Department 
facilities  for  the  Mayor's  Budget  Analyst  assigned  to  the 
Department,   and  working  closely  with  the  PUC  Bureau  of  Finance's 
budget  staff  in  the  development  of  rate  proposals  based  on  the 
development  of  various  rate  models.
